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OPPOSES THE CANTEEN. 


The following letter is receiving extensive publication 
through the religious press: 

West Harpswell, Me., July 24, 1901. 
Rey. J. B. Dunn, D.D., Ocean Grove, N. 

Dear Sir—In reply to your letter of the 22d inst., I 
will give you the following reasons for my opposition 
to the Army canteen, viz.: 

1. It presents the saloon to the recruit in its least ob- 
jectionable form. Many of our soldiers come from the 
rural districts, where they never entered nor even saw a 
saloon. Arriving at an Army post they find the saloon, 
called canteen, established by the United States Govern- 
ment, managed by Army officers, and in many cases 
made as reputable as such an institution can be. It is 
the place of resort for nearly all the soldiers of the gar- 
rison. They live in an atmosphere that makes them 
feel that the thing to do is to spend their money at the 
canteen; it helps the company mess. The most of the 
reeruits yield, and soon form the beer habit. 

The credit system prevails. The soldier, being out of 
money, obtains checks on the canteen, presumably for 
a small part, but actually, in most cases, for a large 
part of his pay. 

This debt he is compelled to pay on pay-day. He 
receives his money at the pay-table, and immediately 
goes to the canteen officer cad pays a large part, per- 
haps all of it, to the canteen. In a few days he is out 
of money again, and repeats the same process, month 
after month, during his term of service. 

He entered the rvice free from the drink and debt 
habit. He is discharged with both fixed upon him. 

2. The canteen stands as a constant invitation to the 
total abstainer to drink, as a temptation to the mod- 
erate drinker to drink more, and as a convenience to the 
drunkard to load up on beer when he has not the means 
to obtain anything stronger. 

3. The constant presence of the canteen and the credit 
system offer yportunities for the soldiers to keep 
slightly under the influence of liquor all the time. It 
was no unusual thing to find a company (1 commanded a 
company more than twenty years), on inspection, with 
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a majority of its men more or less under the influence 
of liquor, but not se much so as to sub them to 

ment; but they could not perform ir duty as 
well as they could if they had not been drinking. 

. If there is no canteen at an Army post, saloons 
will spring up just beyond the military reservation, but 
of so vile a character that respectable soldiers will not 
visit them. When I commanded a company four-fifths 
of my men would not go near such dens of vice. 

The drunkards would have their pay-day spree, spend 
all their money, serve sentence of court-martial, and be 
sober the rest of the time. 

The viler the outside dens of iniquity are the better 
for the morals of the garrison, because they keep re- 
spectable men away, and the majority are respectable. 

5. There doubtless have been cases when the canteen 
has been of eng 4 benefit. 

It is said that falsehood may be of temporary benefit 
to him who avails himself of it. But it will be ruinous 
to him in thé end. So will the canteen system be to the 
Army. 

6. The canteen system, in my opinion, resolves itself 
into this question: Is it best to keep a constant tempta- 
tion before the total abstainers and moderate drinkers 
for the purpose of controlling the few drunkards? 

Many of our railroad companies and business firms 
require total abstinence of all their employees. Only 
imagine their establishing canteens for them! Train- 
men slightly dazed with beer! I believe the Govern- 
ment should require the same of the Army. 

You are at liberty to use this as you please.

“PIDGIN” ENGLISH IN PHILIPPINBS. 


(From the Manila New American.) 

The soldier talk, or “pidgin,” in use in the Philippines, 
must be classed by itself, as it is neither English nor 
Spanish nor a mere mixture of the two. In some cases a 
nucleus was furnished by Veterans who had served in 
the Southwest and knew a little Spanish, but this was 
of little service in the interior, where they do not 
speak Spanish. Probably the first thing that soldiers 
asked the natives for was water. Their Red Cross 
handbooks told them to say “agua,” and “agua” did 
very well around Manila. But as the lines extended 
into the provinces we had to learn other words, and in 
Pampanga we said “tubig,”’ while in Pangasian we say 
“dunum.” 

A new word is taking root, and in the course of time 
will prevail—‘wate” or “watty.” After water, food 
was of next importance, and for lack of other ‘words 
the Chinese-English “chow-chow” reigns supreme. From 
the same language comes the universal word for wash- 
ing, “‘washee-washee.” Our English “got” serves to 
express all applications of to have and to be: thus 
“got San Fernando” means to be in San Fernando, and 
“no got Espanola” means “I do not understand Spanish.” 
“Matrimony,” being very familiar in Spanish, serves for 
all phases of the marital condition. Thus the state of 
marriage, the husband or wife, the wedding, are all 
expressed by “matrimony” as a noun, and the act of 
marrying by the same word as a verb. Conversation 
along this line, however, so far as soldiers are con- 
cerned, is more theoretical than practical. 

Two remarkable’ words of the vernacular are 
‘“‘upshecomes” and “jawbone.” The first of these was 
adopted by. natives from hearing the cry of the chuck-a- 
luck man “AI! down—up she comes,” and is the ge neric 
and universal name of every kind of gambling. “Jaw- 
bone” also originated in gambling or betting without 
money, but has extended until it is used by every one 
for every kind of credit or debt. And the amenities of 
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a “jawbone” business are very nicely conducted between 
pay days. 

The average soldier can order an extensive dinner 
at a restaurant by using three or four languages. Thus 
he asks for “babuy” (pig, Pangasian), or “manuk” 
(chicken); but if his desires extend to beef or eggs he 
resorts to Spanish. These are the staples. If he should 
require anything else he would probably have to draw 
a picture of it, When he has finished he asks “Quanto 
vael?” and pays so many pence, pesetas or centavos. 
The last mentioned coin is copper or iron and in this 
province is called “sakkie balug.”’ 

“Boom-boom” is a word commonly heard in this |an- 
guage, and is applied to every appurtenance of battle— 
rifles, cannon, cartridges, pistols—or to the battle itself, 
although “combate” is more commonly used for the 
last. “Combatte” also means a fight, personal, or even 
a quarrel. ‘“Manuk combate” is a _ chicken fight. 

“Vamoose” is probably more used than any other word. 
It means to go'‘or to come, and, transitively, to bring, 
take, remove, steal or carry. hus a conversation be- 
tween a soldier and a native might run thus: 

Donde got you? Me vamoose you casa, habla you 
matrimony donde you. Matrimony habla you vamoose 
upshecomes manuk combate. Me quire jawbones dos 
pesetas para tobaccos, ete. 

Where were you? I went to your house and asked 
your wife where you were. She said you went to gamble 
on the cock fights. I want credit for 20 cents worth of 
cigars, etc.

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CONGRESS AND THE MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 


The New York “Medical Record” of August 10 points 
out that the only remedy for the injury done to the 
Army Medical Corps by the provisions of the Arm; 
reorganization bill passed at the last session of Con 
gress is the restoration of the corps to a position equal 
at least to that of the other departments in the Army. 
It says: : 

“Congress seemed to take an especial delight in de 
grading the Medical department, so far it could do 
so by making the majority of its officers of lower rank 
than those of the other departments. In the Judge 
Advocate General’s department—the lawyers’ branch 
of the military service—for example, the new law author. 
ized the appointment of lawyers from civil life to the 
grade of a major, a grade which the same bill prevented 
the doctor newly appointed from civil life from receiving 
until after more than a quarter of a century of hari 
service. One of these places im the Judge Advocate 
General’s department was recently filled by the selection 
of the son of a prominent politician—the appointee 
to the grade of major being twenty-seven years of age, 
or younger than the average medieal man who enters 
the service as a first lieutenant. 

“The plea advanced for the higher grading of officers 
of some of the other staff departments was based upon 
the great pecuniary responsibilities and the necessity 
of having a sufficient number of officers of high rank 
for the administration of a personnel of enlisted men. 
The fact was overlooked by Congress that the property 
for which the Army medical officers must be responsible 
is greater than the property responsibility of any staf 
corps outside the Quartermaster’s Department; while the 
enlisted men of the Hospital Corps—4,500 in number at 
the present time—who have to be trained, disciplined, 
drilled, and commanded by medical officers, were five 
times greater in number than the enlisted strength of 
all the stam departments of the Army combined—forme 
a greater force than nine full infantry regiments befor 
the war with Spain, were almost equal to the entire ar. 
tillery force of the United States at that period, and 
equalled three--uarters of its cavalry force; that it was 
more than half as sarge as the enlisted strength of the 
entire United States Navy, and was nearly twice as 
large as the Marine Corps. The fact that medical 
officers of the Army held independent commands in 
charge of hospital ships and the many large general 
hospitals—some of the latter more than twice as large 
as any military post or garrison in the United States~ 
was conveniently ignored. ngress made no adequate 
provision as regards rank for the medical officers, who 
are constantly called A age to settle administrative ques- 
tions requiring certainly as high an order of executive 
ability as is required in the line or other staff depart- 
ments. 

“It fs a curious commentary on the intelligence of 
Congress that promotion in the Army Medical Corps 
should have been cut down in this way in the year 
1901, when in the qer 1900, because of the lack of 
candidates for the Navy Medical department, it had 
been found necessary to increase the inducements for 
young medical men to enter that service, and rais 
their grading and pay to that which was then enjoyed 
by their professional confreres in the Army. The bill 
just passed reduces the Army Medical department to 
almost exactly the conditions which had to be relieved 
in the Medical department of the Navy by legislative 
action during the preceding session of Congress, ané 
which the experience of a generation had demonstrated 
would not permit of a thoroughly efficient medical 
service.” 

While admitting all that the “Record” says in other 
respects, one should not be too ready to assert that Cop- 
gress “‘took delight” in “degrading” the Medical De 
partment. We are loth to believe that our national 
legislative body has any but the kindliest feeling for 
the medical branch of the Army, and we prefer to be 
lieve that it erred through ignorance rather thar 
through intention. To make a comparison between the 
treatment given to lawyers in the Judge Advocate Ger- 
eral’s department and that given to doctors as an ev 
dence of designing discrimination is, we think, to do a 
injustice both to Congress and to the Medica] depart 
ment. Lawyers are noted for their persistence !1 
securing legislation in their own interests; physicians aré 
equally celebrated for indifference in such matters. Th 
doctor is not a lobbyist; the lawyer is. 

Moreover, lawyers abound among the members ° 
Congress, while doctors are few. Given as many 4 
tors in Congress as lawyers, there can be little doubt 
that the medical profession would have received * 
intelligent treatment as the legal. Another thing is tha! 
our Army doctors have not been an assertive body 
When the means placed at their disposal for a certal 
task have been inadequate, even glaringly so, thé 
have gone quietly ahead to do the best they could in # 
circumstances, instead of becoming noisy Oliver Twist 
and clamoring for more. It is perhaps this ability a» 
willingness to do much with little that has caused thei 
status in the reorganization bill to be affected to thei 
detriment. In the coming session of Congress, th 
Medical department and its needs will undoubted!) 
be more in evidence than formerly, and we shall 
much mistaken if Congress, once it understands what * 
best for the department, shall fail to do its eomplet 


duty.

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The letter in which Gen. Aaron 8S. Daggett, U. S. A. 
(retired), states his reasons for opposing the Army can- 
teen has given great encouragement to those who are 
organizing for a crusade to prevent the re-establishment 
of the post exchange in any form. The opiniqn of so 
accomplished an officer on any subject is entitled to 
great respect, though it seems to us that some of the 
present criticisms apply rather to the abuse of the can- 
teen than to its legitimate use. Realizing as he must 
the greatness of the evil the post exchange is intended 
to modify, it seems to us that it is incumbent upon 
General Daggett to tell us what method he would recom- 
mend to accomplish the same purpose, which is to give 
the young men who compose the Army the means of 
satisfying their craving for sociability and good fellow- 
ship, while exposing them to the minimum of tempta- 
tion. His large experience as a commander of troops 
should enable him to give some valuable suggestions on 
this subject. It is difficult to see how there can be any 
difference of opinion among men of Army experience as 
to the folly of depending upon the repetition of moral 
maxims and the denunciation of vice, for the cure of 
the evils to which young men are subjected. Gen. Dag- 
gett may be able to render important service by devoting 
a portion of the leisure of his retirement to solving the 
most serious problem now before the Army. As it is 
he has only given aid and encouragement to a class of 
men who are wholly out of sympathy with the Army, 
who are absolutely ignorant of the conditions controlling 
it, and who would, if they could have their will, subject 
the enlisted men to restraints impossible of enforce- 
ment. The question is an intensely practical one, and 
faddists and fanatics should have no part in settling it, 
nor should they receive any encouragement in their 
criticisms of the Army from men who have the interest 
of the Service at heart. 
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A despatch from Hull, Mass., reports that the dis- 
charge of the 13-inch guns at Fort Warren Aug. 16 
caused such reverberations of the atmosphere as to 
shatter hundreds of dollars’ worth of windows at Pem- 
berton Battery Heights and Stony Beach. The guns 
are on the eastern side of the island and were pointed 
toward Boston Light. For about an hour the firing 
continued at intervals, and at every report many panes 
were broken. Although the fort is about two miles 
away, the detonations were, we are told, deafening to 
the residents of Hull. It is extraordinary how much 
damage can be done by the firing of Army guns. We 
have known of injuries to the amount of over one 
thousand dollars being suffered by a house which 
at its best estate could not have cost over four hundred 
dollars. The extent of the damage appears to be deter- 
mined by the size of the public treasury and the zeal 
of the local Congressman rather than by the force of the 
discharge. But “Uncle Sam is rich enough to give us 
all a farm.” We should advise the citizens of Hull to 
hereafter keep their ears stuffed with cotton.

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There are now twenty-one vacancies in the office of 
veterinarian, U. 8S. Army, and four more will occur in 
the near future. Veterinarians are required for service 
in the cavalry and field artillery. They are allowed the 
pay and allowances of a second lieutenant of cavalry, 
$1,500 per annum, with 10 per cent. increase for each 
period of five years’ service up to twenty years and 
quarters. They are not commissioned officers, but wear 
the uniform of a second lieutenant without the shoulder 
straps, It is the intention of the War Department to 
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hold a competitive examination at an early date for the 
purpose of filling the vacant places, and any one de- 
siring to take the examination should make applica- 
tion at once to the Adjutant General of the Army, 
Washington, D. C. Applicants must be citizens of the 
United States, not less than 22 nor more than 35 years 
of age; must be graduates of some recognized veterinary 
college; must be of good moral character and physically 
sound. They will be required to pass a written examina- 
tion in the following subjects: Basis examination—Eng- 
lish grammar, arithmetic, geography, history. Subject 
examination—anatomy and. physiology, pathology, prac- 
tice of medicine, descriptive and operative surgery, ma- 
teria medica and therapeutics, sanitary medicine, con- 
formation of the horse and examination for soundness, 
horse shoeing, meat inspection, veterinary hygiene, gen- 
eral feeding and watering, stabling and care of animals 
in garrison and field, saddling, bitting, packing, etc. 
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Lieutenant General Miles will return to the War De 
partment on Aug. 26, and will immediately begin mak- 
ing his preparations for an intended tour of inspection 
of Army posts in the far West. He will be accompanied 
on his trip by Lieutenant Colonel Maus, aide-de-camp, 
and will be away from Washington for about a month. 
General Miles proposes to start about Sept. 1, and will 
go directly to Buffalo. From that city he will go to- 
wards San Francisco, inspecting en route all the posts 
of the Middle and Western States. For obvious reasons 
he will not make public the itinerary of his trip further 
than to say that he will eventually reach the Pacific 
coast. While in Washington the Lieutenant General 
will issue a general order providing for the re-establish- 
ment of Army lyceums at all of the posts in this coun- 
try; Porto Rico and the Philippines. The recent ap- 
pointment of so many young lientenants from the Vol- 
unteer forces, from civil life, and from the ranks makes 
it eminently necessary, according to General Miles, that 
some method be devised to give them proper instruction 
in the various branches of military learning. The gen- 
eral order will specify that all captains under fifty years 
of age, and all lieutenants in the Army, shall be Te 
quired to write essays on military subjects. Officers on 
duty at the various posts above the rank of captain, and 
captains older than fifty years, will act as instructors 
at the lyceums, which are especially designed to prepare 
the younger officers for their examination for promotion 
to higher grades.

The North Atlantic Squadron is to continue the drills 
of the summer at the Southern Drill Grounds instead 
of in the waters adjacent to Newport, as was the orig- 
inal intention. There has been much speculation in the 
daily press and among officers of the Navy as to the 
cause of the Department’s change of plan, but we can 
confitently state that “‘a mountain has been made out 
of a mole hill.” The reasons of the Department are 
two, and are limited to that number: First, it is easier 
to furnish the vessels with coal at Hampton Roads 
than at Newport, and second, several targets for gun 
rreetice are being made at the Norfolk Navy Yard, 
which can be more readily handled by tle vessels at 
Iiumpton Roads than at Newport, where ‘t wvuld be 
neeessary to transport them in ease the fleet had re- 
mained in waters adjacent. The fleet is to be placed 
tnrough squadron and fleet evolutions while at the South- 
ern Grounds, and various interesting ard instructive 
gun drills and practices will be resorted to at various 
times. There will be no test made of the submarine 
to1pedo boat, but a special test will be heli later in the 
fall. No reports have yet beem received at the Navy 
Department relative to the recent naval maneuvers of 
tae fleet. 
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Columbia University is to have a professor of the 
Chinese language some generous gentleman, reported 
to be Gen. Horace W. Garpenter, for many years 
president of the Bank of California, having given 
$100,000 to endow the new chair. As some of our 
army officers understand Chinese they may be quali- 
fied to accept her professorship. This will prevent the 
introduction of oriental ways at Columbia which might 
result in demoralizing the staid faculty of that ancient 
institution. It is told of the Ghinese professor at Har- 
vard that he was accustomed to sleep at the top of the 
house with his family, it being considered wholly im- 
proper in China for servants to oecupy a higher place 
in the house than their masters. On one occasion when 
he had some occidentals dining with him, as the story 
goes, he left the table, his withdrawal being followed by 
wailing coming from the kitchen. The professor 
politely explained to hie guests when he returned that 
his wife had not cooked a dinner worthy of their sub- 





lime company and he had found it necessary to correct - 


her for her fault. 

Relative to the Schley Court of Inquiry the Secretary 
of the Navy has requested the opinion of the Comp- 
troller as to whether the expenses of a civilian residing 
in Cuba, called upon to testify before a Naval Court 
of Inquiry convened in the City of Washington, can be 
paid, in pursuance of the previsions of Article 1,260, 
paragraph 2, Navy Regulations, or otherwise. The 
Comptroller’s decision is as follows: “In this instance 
the witness appears to be out of the jurisdiction of the 
court, and is not bound to obey its summons. If, how- 
ever, he choses to do so, I am of opinion and decide 
that his expenses may be paid in the same manner as 
those of a witness attending in obedience to a subpoena 
before a United States court, or at the rate of $1.50 








for each day’s attendance and five cents a mile going 
from and returning to his place of residence. If special 
arrangements are necessary to bring the witness within 
the jurisdiction of the court additional expenses 
incurred for that purpose may be allowed and paid.” 
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& cable message has been received at the War De- 
partment announcing the fact that the court-martial 
which recently met in the Department of Northern 
Luzon and tried Lieut. James M. Howell, of the 12th 
Field Battery, has found that officer guilty and sen- 
tenced him to dismissal from the service. The cable 
further announces that General Wheaton, commanding 
the department, has suspended sentence in the case 
pending action on the proceedings by the President. It 
has recently been erroneously stated that the proceed- 
ings in the case have been received in this country. 
As a matter of fact the proveedings have not yet been 
ceived at the War Department. It will be remem- 
bered that Lieutenant Howell was charged with 
drunkenness and disorderly conduct at Camp Stotsen- 
burg, where he was stationed in command of his bat- 
tery. At the War Department General Wheaton's 
action is believed to be a mark in favor of the accused. 
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A newspaper from Honolulu Aug. 6 says: “The 
United States has a model little army in the Samoan 
Islands, according to the officers of the United States 
cruiser Philadelphia, who say that the Tutuila Naval 
Guard is one of the best-drilled bodies of troops in the 
world. The natives look upon the soldier business with: 
great enthusiasm, when given a chance to enlist under 
the American flag, and they have been drilled until they 
show great precision in military movements. The Sa- 
moan troops wear red turbans, white navy undershirts, 
and blue dungaree breech cloths, with two red straps 
around the hem. The legs and feet are bare.

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A correspondent writing from -Manila, P. I., July 8, 
says: “Lieut. Col. Charles Morton, 8th Cavalry, has 
been marking time here for several months, temporarily 
atached to the 4th Cavalry while waiting orders to 
join bis regiment, probably in Cuba. The 4th has 
received orders to get in readiness to sail to the States 
Aug. 1. It is understood that there are orders for all 
officers in the Philippines who belong in the States to 
join their regiments. The transports are congested at 
this end of the line, and many are waiting transporta- 
tion. Things are ‘mending’ here, but there is much yet 
for the Army to do.” 
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General Bates, commanding the Department of the 
Missouri, on Aug. 20 telegraphed to the War Depart- 
ment from Omaha, Neb., confirming the reported ex- 
plosion on Aug. 19 of a shell while the 16th’ Battery 
of Artillery was at target practice at Fort Riley, Kan. 
General Bates says that the commanding officer at Fort 
Riley telegraphed the following report on the subject: 
“In 16th Battery, at target practice this morning, shell 
exploded in process of loading, with the following casu- 
alties: Private Watson, killed; Privates King, Loyd, 
Duncan, Hogsdon, Brady and Symes wounded; Symes 
fatally; Sergeant Mahoney slightly wounded in mouth. 
All 16th Battery. Investigation ordered.”

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OUR LEGION OF HONOR.

An English peer will raise his hat to the wearer of 
the coveted Victoria Cross, and throughout the entire 
British Empire it would be difficult to find a man, 
woman or child who did not know what that medal 
signified. Even the bit of purple or blue ribbon on the 
fatigue tunic means as much to the passer-by as the 
shoulder knot of a major general. Unfortunately the 
general American public is not sufficiently informed 
upon the subject of our own national heroes to recog- 
nize the ribbon or decoration when they see it. We 
are rubbing elbows each day with men who have faced 
death in battle with foreign foes and native savages, 
men who have played parts of thrilling interest in the 


life on the ret plains of the frontier. We applaud 
the pretended hero of the drama and forget the hero of 
real life. There are a number of Medal of Honor men 
on duty on the Pacific coast to-day whose actions have 
won them recognition of a nation. : 

They wear a little bronze bauble on their coats, but 
that bit of bronze has been dearly bought by heroic 
—- in battle. The list of heroes knows no rank or 
color. 

or several years after the Indian campaigns had 
closed the opportunity of winning a Medal of Honor 
was very slight, and until the Spanish War broke out 
there were only a few of them conferred after the 
Civil War list was completed. Even during the Span- 
ish conflict there were rey, few issued. I sat in the 
Army and Navy Club in ashington one day after the 
war, and discussed the events of the Cuban campaign 
with a British officer. He had followed the thrilling 
events of the Santiago campaign with the 5th Army 
Corps, and had been afforded the opportunity of witness- 
ing many brave deeds. I asked him what he thought 
of the work of our men, and his reply was a compli- 
ment such as English gentlemen know so well. 

“IT am afraid,” he said, “that had this been our row, 
Victoria Crosses would have given out.” 5 . 

The nearest approach to the American decoration is 
the Victoria Cross of England, a simple bronze cross 
pendant from a purple or blue ribbon for the Army and 
Navy respectively. Upon the cross are the simple 
words “For Valour.” The feature of the Victoria 
Cross that is most commendable to us in connection 
with our Medal of Honor is the use of the initials of 
the order after the name, as: “Private John Burnes, 
Vv. ©." The use of the letters give the distinction to 
the name at all times, and should be adopted in the 
case of our decoration. 

The Legion of Honor of this country is almost as old 
as the nation itself, although it has gone through sev- 
eral changes. 

In 1782 General Washington founded the original 
American Order of Merit, but at that time the badge 
worn was a narrow strip of white braid worn on the 
left arm. In 1862 Congress perpetuated the order by 
having dies sunk and medals struck off to be conferred 
when deserved. The Medal of Honor consists of a 
simple badge of bronze, hung from a bar and shield. 
The ribbon has been changed since the Civil War, and 
is now a design of silk one inch wide and one inch 
long; the center stripe is of white one-sixteenth of an 
inch wide, flanked on either side by a stripe of blue 
seven-thirty-seconds of an inch wide, bordered by two 
stripes of red, each one-quarter of an inch wide. 

In civilian dress the Medal of Honor man may wear 
a small bow knot of ribbon of the same design. 

General Shafter won his Medal of Honor at the battle 
of Fair Oaks, on May 31, 1862, while he was a first 
lieutenant of the 7th Michigan Infantry. He was in 
command of a pioneer corps and acted with most dis- 
tinguished gallantry throughout the action. Those are 
the words of the official report, but behind that there 
is a story of how this young Michigan lieutenant fought 
throughout the entire day although severely wounded. 
As a boy he showed the same courage, determination 
and wonderful grit which I saw him show in our war 
with Spain. I shall always admire the spirit of General 
Shafter, who heard, while on a sick bed, that General 
Miles had arrived and was coming to his headquarters. 
He kicked aside doctors and medicines, called for his 
boots and horse, met the commanding general, and rode 
all day with him along the trenches. It took more good 
solid nerve to conquer that sickness and pain than it 
would to face a hundred guns, but on that day I thought 
as I saw him, a sick man, ride away, that the General 
had the same sort of stuff in him that the Lieutenant 
did when he fought through the bloody fields of Fair 
Oaks, although severely wounded. 

Col. Oliver. D. Green is another of the officers living 
in San Francisco who won the coveted prize on the 
fields of the great Civil War. It was at the battle of 
Autietam, Sept. 17, 1862, that the chance came for 
Colonel Green to secure for himself a place on the 
nation’s roll of heroes. He was on the staff of the 
commander of the 6th Army Corps, and his daring work 
on that eventful day brought recognition. 

About two and one-half million men fought for their 
country on the Union side during the great struggle of 
"61-65, and of this great number only two thousand of 
these decorations of honor were issued. Of this num- 
ber, 864 were issued to one regiment. 

Just before the battle of Gettysburg, when Lee's 
forces were invading Pennsylvania, the 27th Maine In- 
fantry was at Arlington Heights, Virginia, preparatory 
to being sent home to be mustered out. Presidert Lin- 
coln requested this regiment to remain in service a short 
time longer until the result of the battle be known. 

To reward the men who volunteered this extra field 
service and who stood ready to return to the field should 
their services be needed, the President decided to give 
each of them a Medal of Honor, as they had volunteered 
for duty other than that which they were required to 
perform. Owing to some mistake every man in the 
regiment received a medal when he was mustered out, 
and in this manner 560 men who had no right to it 
received the highest honor of the nation. The unfor- 
tunate part of the whole incident is that the records 
do not show the names of those who volunteered to 
remain and those who went home at an hour when 
the country needed their services. 

Gen. John D. Babcock, the adjutant general of this 
department, and whose office is in the Army head- 
quarters in the Phelan Building, won his medal at Spring 
Creek, Nebraska, on May 16, 1 Colonel Babeock 
was then merely a first lieutenant of the 5th Cavalry, 
and was out scouting when his force was attacked by a 
very much larger force of Indians. The Indians out- 
numbered Lieutenant Babcock’s followers six to one, 
but he advanced just the same, and took a position on 
a bit of high ground, where he dismount his troop 
and fought until he was relieved by the appearance of 
the main body of cavalry. All throng the fight, al- 
though* he cautioned his men to keep to cover, Lieu- 


tenant Babcock remained mounted, until finally his 
horse was killed under him. 

Col. Marion P. Maus, who is now inspector general 
of this department, was one of those brave men who 
faced the terrors of the deserts and mountains of New 
Mexico in the daring pursuit and final capture of Gero- 
nimo and Natchez, the hostile Apaches, whose cruel raids 
spread terror among the settlers of that portion of the 

uthwest in the early eighties. During an action 
against the followers of these noted chieftains on Jan. 
iL. 1886, Colonel Maus so distinguished himself as to 
receive the highest recognition from Congress. He was 
then a first lieutenant of the Ist Infantry, the same 
regiment that was stationed at the Presidio at the out- 
break of hostilities with Spain. 

Brig. Gen. Oscar F. Long, who has charge of the 
great transport service between here and the Orient, 
also won his Medal of Honor in an Indian fight. Gen- 
eral Long was then a second lieutenant of the 5th 
Infantry, and was acting as aide-de-camp to the colonel 
commanding the expedition. The command was in ac- 
tion at Wounded Knee Creek, South Dakota. A party 
of Indians was concealed in a ravine, and General Long 
volunteered to lead an attacking party to dislodge them. 
It is the performance of a duty like this that gives great 
value to the medal, as it was won by an act entirely 
aside from the line of duty. 

have given the records of several general officers 
and others of high rank who wear the Medal of Honor 
in this department, but in each case ow won the 
coveted honor many years ago. One of the latest addi- 
tions to the list is Pvt. Dennis Bell, H Troop, 10th U. &. 
Cav., one of the colored regiments that fought so gal- 
lantly under General Young during the Santiago cam- 
aign. Congress shows no distinction in bestowing the 
ighest decoration. There is no color, no position, no 
rank but that may receive it if the opportunity is offered 
and grasped. 

Capt. William R. Parnell, having retired, makes his 
home in San Francisco, and is also one of those who 
wear the medal. At White Bird Canyon, Idaho, June 
17, 1877, while first lieutenant of the Ist Cavalry, he 
saved the life of a trooper. The troop was retreating 
through a canyon pursued by a large force of Indians, 
and while crossing a marsh a trooper’s horse was killed 
and the rider left in the swamp. Lieutenant Parnell 
returned in the face of a very heavy fire from the In- 
dians, and rescued him. The loss of his troop in the 
fight was exceptionally heavy. There were fourteen 
killed and one wounded. out of fifty-four men. 
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RECENT DEATHS. 

Capt. Erie M. Gabrielson, formerly in-the Revenue 
Service, died of heart disease at his home in Edgarstown, 
Mass., on Aug. 19. He was born in Norway fifty-three 
years ago. He went through the Civil War as an acting 
ensign, at the close of which he retired and entered the 
Revenue Cutter Service in 1865. He was made captain 
in 1876, and was placed on permanent waiting orders 
in 1895. He was in command of the revenue cutter 
Dexter when the City of Columbus was wrecked on 
Devil's Bridge at Gay Head and 121 lives were lost. 
The Dexter assisted in rescuing a number of the passen- 
gers. Captain Gabrielson is survived by a widow. 

William F. Coston, son of the inventor of the Coston 
signal lights, died at the Smith Infirmary, New Brigh- 
ton, N. Y., Aug. 17 of injuries received Aug. 10, when 
an explosion wrecked the Coston factory. Mr. Coston 
was fifty-two years old. The secret process by which 
the Coston lights are made is now known only to Mr. 
Coston’s eldest daughter, who is about twenty years old. 
She had been her father’s ‘laboratory assistant, and it 
is said will continue the business. 


The funeral services over the remains of the late 
Major F. A. Whitney, U. S. Army, which recently ar- 
rived from Manila, were interred with military honors 
at the Arlington National Cemetery, troops from the 
adjacent posts being present, also a deputation from 
Lafayette Post 140, G. A. R.. New York, of which 
the deceased officer was a member. 

Capt. Charles Henry Ross. of the N. G. N. Y., died 
from pleuro-pneumonia Aug 17 at the Hotel San Remo. 
He had been ill about three weeks. He was regimental 
quartermaster of the Sth Regiment, with the rank of 
captain, and was detailed as an aid on the staff of 
Governor Odell. He wa’s a bright young officer and a 
genial companion. 

Med. Director Thomas J. Turner, U. S. N., who died at 
Mackinac Island, Michigan, Aug. 21, was born in Penn- 
sylvania and appointed an assistant surgeon from that 
State Dec. 16, {S53 his first duty being with the Pacific 
Squadron in 1854 and 1845. His service with this 
squadron was on the Independence and John Adams. 
He was on duty in Philadelphia in 1859 and at New 
York in 1861—1862. He was on the Ossipee, of the 
North Atlantic Squadron, in 1863, and later served at 
Pensacola, Philadelphia, with the European Squadron, 
Asiatic Squadron, and was retired Sept. 21, 1891. He 
was commissioned medical director April 2, 1879. 

Lieut. Albert J. Dabney, U. S. N., retired, who 
died Aug. 21 at his residence in Washington, had been 
ill for some time with consumption. He was born in 
Kentucky, Feb. 2, 1850, and entered the service of the 
Navy from that State as a midshipman Oct. 1, 1867. 
He was promoted to ensign in 1872 and to master in 
April, 1875. He was commissioned a lieutenant in 
February. 1882, and was placed on the retired list in 
June, 1885, by reason of incapacity resulting from in- 
cidents of the Service. He served on the European 
Station from 1871 to 1873. on the North Atlantic Sta- 
tion from 1874 to 1877, and on the Asiatic Station from 
1879 to 1882. 

William A. Newell, former Governor of New Jersey 
and a distinguished and respected citizen, died at his 
home in Allentown, N. J., Aug. 8. He was father of 
the wife of Lieut. Comdr. J. N. Jordan, U. S. N. Gov. 
Voorhees, in a proclamation in which he pays a tribute 
to those attributes which won for Governor Newell the 
distinction he enjoyed, among other things said: “He 
was always faithful to those who put their affairs in his 
keeping. He lived more than eighty-three years, many 
times honored bv his fellow citizens. He died, leaving 
behind him an honorable name. His life and his work 
show forth a good example and furnish an incentive to 
generations to follow.”” Among the honorary pallbearers 
were: Gov. Foster M. Voorhees, former Governor 
George T. Werts, former United States Attorney General 
— W. Griggs and Adjutant General Alex. C. Oli- 
phant. 

Mrs, Charlotte Georgina Izard-Middleton, relict of the 
late Ralph Izard Middleton, who died at Flat Rock, 
N. C., on Aug. 6, was a daughter of Lieut. Ralph 
Izard, U. S. N., who in early youth served with De- 
eatur in the war with the Tripolitan corsairs (1804): 
granddaughter of the elder Ralph Izard, who, as minister 
and envoy to the Grand Duke of Tuscany in 1776, was 
engaged with Franklin and the Lees, of Virginia, in 
the effort to win European sympathy and aid for the. 
struggling patriots, and who was the intimate and 





trustec friend of Washington, Jefferson and the other 
founders of the Republic. On her maternal side she 


was a grandniece of Arthur Middleton, signer of the 
Declaration of “Eo ny: for South Carolina. Se 
was also a niece of Major Gen. George Izard, U. 8. A., 
who served in the Canada frontier in the second war 
with England, and whose youngest son, Lieut. James 
l‘arley Izard, was mortally wounded while leading the 
advanced line against the Seminole Indians in 1X3. 
Of her two sisters, one married the late Capt. John 
Thomas Newton, U. 8. N. She had but one brother, 
R. De Lancey Izard, lieutenant, U. S. N., who died in 
1849. Her paternal grandmother, Alice De Lancey, of 
New York, was a member of one of the most not! 
families in that State. Though but a youthful partner 
in that coterie of culture and refinement, Mrs. Middle- 
tou was its last surviving member, exemplifyiug in 
dignity of thought and manner the highest attributes 
of womanly character. The remains of this revered 
gertlewoman were laid to rest near the Church vf St. 
John in the Wilderness, in the neighborhood of her 
summer residence. Of her grandsons, the late George 
Izard Middleton, after a good record at the Naval 
Academy, served as ensign in the war with Spain 
and two others are officers in the Army—Capt. Frank 
Parker, at present instructor of modern languages at 
the United States Military Academy, and Lieut, Ralph 
Middleton Parker, who has recently been commissione 
and is now stationed at Fort Ethan Allen, Vt.

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PRAOTICE MARCHING BY 12TH CAVALRY. 


Camp Wheelan, Leon Springs, Texas, Aug. 19. 

Troops G, under Lieutenant Case and H, 12th Cav., 
under “Captain Morgan, have finished their practice 
march from Fort Sam Houston to Leon Springs, going 
into camp under the command of Major Guilfoyle, also 
of the 12th Cav. Leon Springs is an ideal camping 
ground and has been used as a target range for years 
by the different organizations stationed at Fort Sam 
Houston. The rifle range is said to be unsurpassed 
in its natural advantages. Good spring water, the 
one great essential for camp life, is here in plenty, and 
of good quality, while the range is but a few steps 
from the camp proper. Heretofore the other side of 
the spring has been used, but each encampment has 
been drowned out by the rapid rise of the springs after 
a storm. Earlier than this last year the 25th U. S. 
Infantry camped on the opposite side of the spring 
when the water rose twenty-seven feet in the hours 
between 9 o’clock p. m. and 11 o’clock p. m. The 
writer can remember with what surprise he jumped 
from his cot, in utter darkness, into eighteen inches of 
water running through his tent, when on going to bed 
the floor of his tent was as dry as a bone. The valley 
through which the railroad runs is so narrow that a mod- 
erate storm will raise the spring to an astonishing extent, 
and it is no joke to stand waist deep in stygian darkness 
with the water carrying railroad bridges, cattle fences 
and barns past one at lightning speed, from 11 p. m. 
until 4 a. m., expecting every minute to hear the orders 
to break for the high timber. . 

Capt. Jno. Morgan, of the 12th Cav., surprised the 
officers’ mess the other evening and excited general in- 
terest by informing us that he had discovered the 
missing link in the Darwinian theory of evolution. 
Finally by much coaxing he informed us that Private 
Link of his troop had missed twenty-eight out of his 
thirty shots at a two hundred yard target, therefore it

Now on the other hand, 
one of the soldiers of the 12th Cavalry, not being able 
at Fort Sam Houston to get his glass of beer at the 
canteen went into the city for it, and now lies at the 
ost hospital with a bullet hole over the region of his 
ty with little hopes of his ultimate recovery. How 
long, oh, how long, will it take the anti-canteeners, 
with cases of murder and drunkenness multiplying hour 
by hour, the court-martials crowded with cases of absent 
without leave and other derelictions of duty undisputably 
traced to the want of a proper place to get beer how 
long, I say, will it take to look at this question from 
the standpoint of the soldier? They only ask their 
ill-advised friends to give them the canteen, and for 
humanity’s sake let them alone. They know best what 
they want, how they want it and when they want it. 

One commanding officer—we won't say of what, or 
where he hangs out—has developed a wonderful taste 
and much talent as a “whip” in the coaching term of

On ms morning of March 9, 1901, about 9.15 o'clock, 
Major George E. Pickett, Paymaster, U. 8. V., while 
en route to Echague, Isabela Province, from Solano, 
Nueva Viscaya, escorted by a detachment of 10 mounted 
men of the 16th U. 8. Infantry, was suddenly attacked 
near Diadi, Province of Nueva Viscaya, by armed in- 
surgents, estimated .to be from 100 to 300 men, from 50 
to 80 of whom were armed with rifies and the remainder 
with bolos. 

If successful, the attack would have resulted in the 
capture of the pack train, carrying $75,000.00 public funds 
of the United States. 

The advance scouts of the detachment consisting of 
Privates James Provan and Wilhelm Plus, Company A, 
16th U. 8S. Infantry, and Paymaster’s Clerk John V. 
Oliver, suddenly came into contact with the enemy and 
opened fire at a distance of 30 y , which was promptly 
returned by the enemy. The remainder of the escort 
and civilian packers immediatedy rushed to the front 
and joined the scouts. The ensuing fight which seems 
to have been brought on by mere chance lasted for an 
hour, at the expiration of which time the insurgents 
withdrew 

A few minutes after the firing began, Alonzo 
C. Hocker, Company D, 16th U. 8. Inf., while n the act 
of ordering a charge on the enemy, was mortally wound- 
ed and died in about ten minutes. Two civilian mer- 
chants, Mr. Samuel Berger and Mr. William Cox, joined 
about this time and participated in the e ment. 
Two of the pack mules, having the bulk of t money 
upon them, stampeded toward the enemy ‘oad oo 
bravely rescued under a heavy fire by Private Myron 
Cody, Company A, léth U. 8. Inf., and Civilian il- 
liam Cox. 

The casualties of the enemy were believed to have 
been several killed and wounded. 

Our casualties were: Corporal Alonzo C. Hocker, Com- 
pany Dy, 16th U. 8. Inf., killed; Paymaster’s Clerk J. 
V. Oliver, leg slightly grased; one American horse 
killed and three mules slightly wounded. 

The heroic efforts made and results accomplished by 
this small detachment, opposed by so large a force of 
the enemy and beyond the reach of assistance, are facts 
calling for praise and high commendation. 

The commanding officer of the sub-district of Echague, 
remarks: “Every man is entitled to much credit for 
his fine conduct under such unpromising circumstances.

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THE ARMIES OF ISRAEL. 


We observe that two hinglish gentlemen of the name 
of Smith—Professor George Adam Smith and Mr. Gold- 
win Smith—have become involved in a dispute as to 
whether or not the books of the Old Testament “ring 
with the clash of conquest.” Mr. Goldwin Smith, who 
holds the negative of this proposition against the English 
professor, presents his views in the “Independent” for 
August 22. He admits that if we listen to certain books 
of the Old Testament we “may hear not only the 
clash of conflict, but the shrieks of men, women and 
children of a captured town indiscriminately butchered, 
and the groans of the whole population of conquered 
cities tortured under harrows of iron or passed through 
the brick kiln.” In spite of this Mr. Smith holds that 
the ideal Hebrew polity is not militarist. It is very much 
the reverse. There is no exaltation of war above other 
callings, or of the military characters above all other 
eharacters, such as we find in Greece, at Rome, and in 
the other ancient nations. There are no provisions for 
triumphs or other military rewards; no incentive to mili- 
tary ambition; no rules for military education. “Not 
only so,” says Mr. Smith, “but wars of conquest are 
made almost impossible by the law forbidding forced 
service, the means by which the great armies of the East 
are raised.” 

What Mr. Goldwin Smith says on this subject 
simply means that the nations of Greece and 
Rome, being further advanced in civilization than the 
Hebrews, had a different method of expressing their zeal 
for war. That wars of conquest were not impossible 
to the Israelites is shown by the history of their great 
king, David. The very site of his capital at Jerusalem 
was territory wrested from the Jebusites, and that 
rewards for military service were not unknown to his 
people is shown by the fact that he to whom had been 
given the hand of King Saul’s daughter, and who had 
himself become king by virtue of his military prowess, 
bestowed upon Joab the chief command of his army as 
a reward for being the first to mount the battlements 
of the Jebusites’ citadel at Salem, henceforth Jeru- 
Salem. 

Mr. Smith’s ideas as to the incapacity of the Hebrews 
for aggressive war would find no support in the ex- 
periences of the Moabites, the Kings of Zobah and 
Damascus, the Edomites and the Ammonites, or of the 
Syrian monarchs who formed an alliance against the 
dreaded Israelites. Did not David subjugate every tribe 
or nation bordering upon his kingdom, until he could 
say without boasting: 

Gilead is mine; Manasseh is mine; 

Ephraim also is the strength of mine head; Judah is my 
lawgiver; 

Moab is my wash-pot; over Edom will I cast out my shoe; 

Over Philistia will I triumph! 

The rule of war was to spoil the conquered people, 
and the revenues of Israel were obtained from the 
crown lands secured by conquest and from tribute ex- 
acted from subject people. We find no record of a tax or 
impost levied during David’s reign. There were tithes, 
it is true, for the support of the sacerdotal class, but 
this class were by the fundamental law of Moses joint 
proprietors to the extent of one-tenth in all the property 
of the kingdom. . 

The kingdom of Israel in the time of David embraced 
a territory about equal to the State of Massachusetts 
and had a population nearly the same as that of New 
York, six millions or more. That it was able to domi- 
nate the territory between the Mediterranean and the 
Euphrates, and from Damascus to the Gulf of 
Arabia, with powerful neighbors pressing upon it 
from all sides, was due to the military genius of David, 
and the admirable military system established by him. 
Nowhere could we look for a more excellent model for 
our own military organization. In it is found, not only 
the germ, but the full development of the modern system 
of universal military service, as applied in Germany and 
France. Its fundamental principle was that recognized 
by our great modern States, that every able-bodied man 
owes military service to the State, which he must ac- 
tually pay for a certain period in peace and in war. 

David transformed the irregular fighting forces of 
Israel into an organized and effective army. This in- 
cluded what we should now call a landwehr of 288,000 
men, divided into twelve corps of 24,000 men, each corps 
being in time of peace called into active service for one 
mouth in the year, so that there were always 24,000 
men in camp. In war requisitions were made on this 
foree as needed, and the troops were placed under 
the command of a general of tried courage and ability, 
belonging to a specially trained military body peculiar 
to the Kingdom of Israel. A bodyguard for the King’s 
person known as “Gibborim,” or heroes, was organized 
from thoroughly instructed men of war, corresponding 
to the “Swiss Guards” of France, and, like them, largely 
recruited from foreigners. ~This bodyguard was formed 
into a brigade, composed of three regiments, each having 
a colonel, or corresponding officer; a lieutenant-colonel, 
and ten companies commanded by captains. From this 
guard, mainly from its captains, twelve generals were 
selected to command the army corps when called out 
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for war. This gave the trained captains of the body- 
guard assigned to the command of a corps rank equiv- 
alent to that of a major general. Eyen the Aaronites 
and the Levites were made use of for purposes of war, 
and are enumerated among the military as well as 
among the civil officers. 

The character of the men who commanded the armies 
of Israel is indicated by the enumeration in II. Samuel, 
Chapter 23, of the mighty men that David led to war 
against the Philistines. ‘The Tachmonite that sat 
in the seat, chief among the captains; the same 
was Adino the lEzuite; he lifted up his spear 
against eight hundred, whom he slew at one 
time. And after him was Eleazar, the son of Dodo the 
Ahohite, one of the three mighty men with David when 
they defied the Philistines that were there gathered to- 
gether in battle, and the men of Israel were gone away. 
He arose and smote the Philistines until his hand was 
weary, and his hand clave unto the sword, afd after 
him was Shammah, the son of Agee the Haratite. The 
people fled from the Philistines, but he stood in the 
midst of the ground and defended, and slew the Philis- 
tines; and the Lord wrought a great victory.” 

There may have been no rules for military education 
among these men, such as Mr. Goldwin Smith would 
recognize, but that they did not lack for military training 
their success in war will show. They were part of the 
regular forces which were always placed in command 
of the landwehr of Israel when they were set in battle 
array. Herein lies the secret of David’s success, whica 
we would do well to learn in providing a military system 
for this country. When David was driven to such ex- 
tremities by the unexpected rebellion of his son Absalom 
and had fled across Jordan, a wanderer in the wilderness 
of Judea, he secured his final triumph by means of his 
bodyguard, all thorough soldiers, trained for duty as 
officers. Through their instrumentality the new levies 
were rapidly organized into companies, regiments, and 
brigades. composing three grand divisions, for David 
“numbered the people and set over them captains of 
hundreds and captains of thousands.” 

It is interesting to note that the march of Absalom 
when he led his great army across Jordan against bis 
reyal father was through the “wood of Ephraim,” a 
wild tract near the mountains of Gilead, resembling in 
its physical features the Virginia “Wilderness,” where 
Grant and Lee tried conclusions. The position held by 
David was like that of Lee on the Rapidan, and Absalom 
in marching through the “wood of Ephraim” anticipated 
by nearly three thousand years Grant’s movemen‘s of 
May 5 and 6, 1864. The strategy of Joab, who e¢.m- 
manded the hosts of David, was precisely that of Lee, 
be hurling three strong eolumns on Absalom’s line of 
march. Thus does history repeat itself and give proof 
of the enduring character of the principles of military 
strategy

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REORGANIZATION OF THE ARMY. 

The wonderful progress which has been made since 
the approval on Feb. 2 of the act for the reorganization 
of the Army, in effecting that reorganization, has sur- 
prised even the most optimistic ef the officials at the 
War Department, and has been the cause of many 
favorable comments from military nations abroad. The 
great amount of arduous work which devolved upon the 
War Department as a result of the reorganization 
act conceived by Mr. Root and passed by the last Con- 
gress, has strained the energies of each officer and clerk 
at the War Department; but the results obtained have 
more than repaid every endeavor. At the present time 
the new regiments of cavalry and infantry authorized 
by the act have been practically organized, and the men 
have already been drilled in the fundamental principles 
of military knowledge; the fourth increment to the 
newly organized Artillery Corps was made to date 
from Aug. 1, and on the fith increment of the Artillery 
Corps has been completed and ordered to date from 
Aug. 22. 

The fifth increment causes the promotion of the 
following officers: Lieut. Col. John L. Tiernon, to be 
colonel; Majors George S. Grimes and John M. K. 
Davis, to be lieutenant colonels; Captains Medorem 
Crawford, Garland N. Whistler, Henry A. Reed, Albert 
S. Cummins and Alexander B. Dyer, to be majors, and 
nineteen first lieutenants, beginning with Winfield S8. 
Overton and ending with Philip R. Ward, to be captains. 
Of course it is impossible to state what second lieuten- 
ants will be promoted until the entire number have been 
appointed and their relative rank has been determined. 

All but the following seven of these officers are grad- 
uates of the Military Academy: Colonel Tiernon, Major 
Grimes, Captains Whistler and Cummins, Lieutenants 
Vestal, McIntyre and McMasters, the last three coming 
from the ranks. Major Grimes, who was born in Eng- 
land, served in the Volunteers during the Civil War, 
as did also Captain Reed. Golonel Tiernon, Major 

7rimes, Captains Crawford, Reed, Cummins and Dyer 
are graduates of the Artillery School, and Major Davis 
is an honor graduate. 

The fact that Major Dyer is serving on the staff will 
not affect the promotions resulting from the fifth incre- 
ment, as it is understood that another detail to the In- 
spector General's Department will be made from the 
Majors of Artillery, to date from Aug. 22, the date of 
that increment. 

The sixth and last increment will doubtless occur, as 
we have stated, about the end of the first week of Sep- 
tember. Going upon the principle that all the officers 
entitled to promotion under the fifth increment qualify 
for such promotions, and that no additional casualties 
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occur in the meanwhile, the following officers of the 
Artillery Corps will be entitled to promotion by the 
sixth increment: Lieut. Col. B. Van Arsdale Andruss, 
to be colonel; Majors Benj. K. Roberts and James 
O’Hara, to be lieutenant colonels; Capts. Leverett H. 
Walker, William P. Duvall, Menry M. Andrews, Charles 
D. Parkhurst, Benjamin H. Randolph and Montgomery 
M. Macomb, to be majors, and nineteen first lieutenants, 
beginning with Manus McCloskey and ending with 
Walter S. Volkmar, to be captains. This latter list is 
naturally dependent upon easualties and failures which 
may occur before the sixth increment is finally made. 

When the sixth increment is made it will be possible 
to promote only Ist lieutenants down to and including 
Lieut. L. C. Brown, who now stands number 17 on the 
lineal list of 1st lieutenants of artillery. Under the 
law it is possible to have only 195 captains of artillery, 
and Lieutenant Brown’s promotion with those above him 
will make the total number allowed. 

Of the hundreds of officers which ‘it became necessary 
to appoint to the Regular Army as a result of the pas- 
sage of the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, over one-half have 
already been examined and commissioned, and it is an- 
nounced at the War Department that there will not be 
the slightest difficulty in obtaining the entire number 
from the applicants who have served at some period in 
the Volunteer Army, or who are now enlisted men of 
excellent record in the Regular Army. Only a very 
few civilians are being appointed, simply a sufficient 
number to fill the few vacancies which existed in the 
Army prior to the passage of the reorganization act 
and enough to satisfy the requests of certain Congress- 
men. It thus follows that the new Army is being filled 
with capable officers, nearly all of whom have had 
prior military service and many of whom have already 
served their country in the field with the Volunteer 
forces. 

The Chief of Artillery is providing for the organization 
of the new batteries and companies of artillery as each 
increment is announced, and shortly after the final en- 
listments for the corps are made the artillery will be in 
excellent shape. Colonel Randolph has already done 
much for his corps since he assumed his present position 
as Chief of Artillery. 

It has become evident to the War Department that 
few, if any, of the newly-appointed officers desire as- 
signments to the Artillery Corps, but rather prefer either 
the cavalry or infantry. The technical knowledge re- 
quired of an artillery officer wil! make it very necessary 
that much study be done in the next few years by the 
new appointees in order that they may be able to pass 
their examinations for promotion. Officers recently ap- 
pointed and assigned to the artillery point to the fact 
that the Department requires that a Regular officer, 
already in the Service, who desires transfer from either 
the cavalry or the infantry to the artillery must appear 
before a board of artillery officers and pass a severe 
examination, but no examination is required of a newly- 
appointed officer who is selected by the Department for 
assignment to the artillery. In consequence, the new 
officers will be far behind those transferred in point of 
technical knowledge of artillery matters. Nothing will 
be done about this matter, but strenuous efforts are be- 
ing made by the new officers to prevent being assigned 
to the Artillery Corps.

GENERAL MACARTHUR’S RETURN. 

The return this week to the United States of Major 
General Arthur MacArthur marks the close of the sec- 
ond and last phase of the Philippine rebellion. The first 
phase ended with the return of Major General Otis one 
year ago. The phases were clearly marked, and each 
General came home with the satisfaction of knowing 
that the particular work he had set his hand to had 
been accomplished. It was the work of General Otis 
to break up the rebel army. This he did so successfully 
that he saw it divided into bands of mere guerrillas 
before he had been much more than half a year 
in the field against the organized insurgent forces. What 
had been an insular movement dwindled into a fight by 
provinces, and this soon degenerated into barrio con- 
flicts. There was no head or tail to the opposition. 
This was the specific task of General Otis. He had been 
in command of the American forces in Manila when 
the rebels raised the flag of revolt, and it devolved upon 
him to sustain the authority of the American troops. 
It was never expected that he would undertake the 
organization of civil governments, and this was left to 
General MacArthur, as was the breaking up of the 
guerrillas. It was in this that the second phase of the 
war consisted. General MacArthur addressed himself 
to these tasks with enthusiasm and energy. The 
seattered fragments of the rebellion were more widely 
dispersed, and when the American people, at the last 
election, put their seal of approval on what General 
Otis had previously done, the rebel leaders saw the 
dawn of a new national policy that would no longer 
have to wait upon political conditions, and promptly 
began to come in and ask for terms. In the period of 
General MacArthur’s incumbency as military governor 
took place the epoch-making indorsement of the Admin- 
istration by the American people, and in this important 
particular General MacArthur’s regime differed materi- 
ally from that of General Otis, who was working out 
a problem, the rules of which were changing continu- 
ally. 

Again, the new army came to strengthen the hands 
of General MacArthur by giving him the material with 
which to achieve what was to be done. Thus it hap- 
pened that as the rebellion weakened, his own forces 
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took on a great augmentation, less in number than in 
that character of permanency which is so essential to the 
operations of an Army. General MacArthur returns 
with the verdict of well done from the whole country, 
and the Army and the nation are to be congratulated on 
having had so delicate a problem as the rebellion in- 
trusted, in both its phases, to such competent hands as 
those of General Otis and General MacArthur.

HOSTILITY TO THE ARMY. 


The New York “Sun” reports an outbreak of hos- 
tility to the army at Columbus, O., and says: “Not long 
ago an army officer wrote to the “Sun” that he had been 
grossly insulted in this town, his uniform seeming to 
inflame some persons against him. We must admit 
that at the time the occurrence seemed strange to us. 
The good service of the army was still held in grateful 
remembrance. Officers and soldiers are so rare a sight 
in this country that they would would seem to be ob- 
jects of interest and curiosity rather than of hatred. 
But in the last few years the violent rhetoric of cer- 
tuin politicians and agitators has caused among the 
ignorant a prejudice, natural and instinctive among 
the lawless, against the army. Mr. Bryan and his 
partners in flubdub have yelled themselves purple 
against ‘militarism.’ The American soldiers in the 
Philippines have been called drunkards, murderers, 
rivishers and similar endearing names. According to 
Mr. Bryan, the Republicans want the Government to 
build forts near the great cities for the purpose of bull- 
dozing workingmen. As there are persons foolish 
cnough to talk that way, there may be other persons 
foolish enough to believe them.” 

Within a week a police magistrate of New York City 
has publicly insulted an old soldier, who when brought 
before him for a petty assault, cited the fact that he 
had received his promotion to sergeant for good con- 
duet as evidence that he was not an altogether depraved 
character. The idea of this Justice Shallow appears to 
have been that a soldier is so full of fight that when 
he is not occupied with official assaulting he must needs 
hunt up some innocent citizen upon whom to expend 
his choler. 

Popular ideas of the warrior are no doubt colored by 
the exaggerated pictures of the glorious exploits of such 
organizations as the “Rough Riders,” and those of 
the fighting Toms, Dicks and Harrys who fill the popu- 
lar fanev with the idea that to be a soldier or a sailor 
hero a man must keep himself, as the wife of one of 
the army veterans seeking a pension expresses it, “bathed 
in gore.” The quiet performance of duty, the self re- 
straint and self sacrifice that give character to our 
sailors and soldiers, and constitute their surest title 
to respect and esteem, count for very little with those 
who acecpt as veracious the stories concerning military 
exploits which yellow journalists and dime novelists de- 
light in. Ex-Speaker Reed was none too cynical when 
he said that history was the record of the lies that 
had been agreed upon. 
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HEROES OF THE SIGNAL CORPS. 


In one of his letters from the U. 8. Army transport 
McClellan to the Atlanta “Constitution,” Mr. Joseph 
Ohl says: “ ‘Dewey of the Army,’ is a sobriquet given 
Captain Grant for his work in handling the little gun- 
hoat fleet which played so important a part in the Army 
operations about Manila. These operations form a ro- 
mantie and interesting, as well as an important, chapter 
in the history of this war—a chapter distinct from all 
the others. It is one but little understood outside of 
official circles. Down in the Philippines they know all 
ibout it, but back home our knowledge of the existence 
of this gunboat fleet has been fragmentary, to say the 
least of it. Yet it can be said with no exaggeration 
that Grant with his little fleet of gunboats operating 
on the rivers and lake about Manila was one of the 
most important factors in bringing the war to an end- 
ing. There have not been great battles such as were 
fought in the Civil War with the old weapons and under 
the old methods, but to the individual soldier and the 
individual officer there have come just the same hard- 
ships; just as brave deeds have been done for the flag. 
as were ever done. The importance of these operations 
of the gunboats is shown in the official reports on file 
in the War Department, in all of which General Otis 
pays high tribute to the little fleet and its efficient com- 
mander.” : 

In a conversation with Mr. Ohl on the subject of the 
Signal Corps, Captain Grant said: “It is the general 
and perhaps natural tendency to think that only the man 
who handles the gun can be a hero. A large number of 
people believe that all the bravery lies in a victorious 
charge up a hill or down a valley, in capturing a fort 
or sinking a lot of gunboats. These are, of course, at 
feats, and the men who perform them deserve unstinted 
praise; but how many people stop to think that these 
men would be almost absolutely helpless were it not for 
a few boys who go alone, and practically unprotected, 
right into the enemy’s country, stretching wires and 
establishing communication with our forces. We would 
be as so many blind and helpless children did we not 
know the whereabouts of our forces and what support 
we could rely upon, as well as the position and strength 
of our enemies. All these things the Signal Corps ac- 
complishes. Oftentimes two men, sometimes one man 
alone, would, I remember, start out to establish com- 
munication with our other forces, fearlessly going into 
the heart of the territory controlled by the enemy— 
absolutely taking their lives in their hands. I recall one 
instance worth recording, and there are many others. 
Onee when we were stationed at the trenches outside 
of Manila we found our wires had been cut somewhere 
on the firing line. We were almost desperate. It was 
absolutely necessary to establish communication with 
our other forces, and there was but one thing to do. 
That meant almost certain death, and even failure, to 
those ordered to accomplish that one thing. Those wires 


had to be connected. 
“On the particular occasion I have referred to, two 
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boys of the corps were ordered out to find where the 
lines had been cut and to repair the break. They started 
out about 8 o’clock at night, and we waited anxiously 
until about one in the morning, when the ticks came to 
tell us that the young heroes—they were mere boys— 
had succeeded. I do not believe I ever felt as relieved. 
for until then I felt sure they had been killed before the; 

had been given a chance to accomplish what they ha 

been sent to do. Had this happened, the only thing 
that could have been done was to send others out to 
— the same work and perhaps to meet the same 
ate. 

“The wires continued to operate all right, but time 
passed and there was no sign of the boys who had re- 
paired the line. began to feel very anxious about 
their fate. It was not until 2 o’clock the next afternoon, 
fully eighteen hours after they had started from camp, 
that any evidence of them was forthcoming. At that 
time I noticed the weeds moving in the grass at our 
front, and investigation revealed Kauffman, one of the 
signal boys. He did not dare stand up in that broad 
light, for he was within firing range of the enemy. 
Slowly he was coming in, lifting and half dragging 
another figure. It was his comrade. poor fellow 
had been shot down and Kauffman didn’t have the heart 
to leave his body out there to the mercies of the vul- 
tures. The two had been attacked long before the 
break in the line had been found. The other man had 
been shot down, but Kauffman escaped, the Filipinos 
presuming, doubtless, that there was but one man in the 
party. auffman had, after waiting until he thought 
it safe, kept on following the wire until he finally reached 
the break. Carefully he repaired it. He was then right 
in the heart of the enemy, but he was fortunately not 
discovered; nor did they discover that the line had been 
repaired. Then he made his way back to the spot where 
the body of his companion lay, and with infinite trouble 
brought him back to camp. There was no greater act 
of individual bravery that came before my notice. 
tell you, those boys in the Signal Corps are as great 
heroes as there are in the Army, but they get little credit 
for it.” 
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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


In the case of the appeal from the action of the 
Auditor for the Navy Department of Lieut. Comdr. 
John C. Quinby,. the Comptroller has decided that an 
officer of the Navy ordered to proceed to his home and 
await orders is not entitled to the allowance for trans- 
portation of extra baggage on change of station. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Navigation has recently 
transmitted to the office of the Auditor for the Navy 
Department the claim of Bartholomew Diggins, late 
ordinary seaman in the Navy, for gratuity of $100 for 
gallant and meritorious conduct in the presence of the 
enemy in 1862, 1863 and 1864, and expresses the opin- 
ion that under the decision of the Secretary of the Navy, 
dated April 26, 1901, he is entitled to the gratuity of 
$100, and refers to the Comptroller's decision of June 
26, 1901. In reviewing the case the Comptroller, how- 
ever, holds that the gratuity provided by the act of 
March 3, 1901, for certain enlisted men of the Navy 
and Marine Corps who shall have distinguished them- 
selves bv heroic conduct, does not apply to cases arising 
before the adoption of the "Revised Statutes, June 22, 
1874, and that Diggins is not, therefore, entitled to the 
said gratuity. This is an extremely important decision. 

Capt. John McGowan of the Navy has appealed from 
the action of the Auditor for the Navy Department in 
the settlement of his claim for mileage for travel from 
Newport, R. IL, to San Francisco, Cal.. en route to 
Manila, P. I., under orders dated June 13, 1899. It 
seems that a portion of the journey was performed prior 
to July 1, 1899, when the main provisions of section 13 
of the Navy Personnel act of March 3, 1899, went into 
effect, which section gave to officers of his class in the 
Navy the same allowance for travel as is received by 
officers of the Army. He claimed mileage for the whole 
journey from Newport to San Francisco at the rate of 
eight cents a mile. The Auditor allowed him mileage 
at the rate from Newport to Syracuse, N. Y., for the 
travel performed before July 1, 1899, amounting to 
$29.92, and only actual expenses for the remainder of 
the journey, amounting to $110.62, or a total of $140.54. 

It is contended by Captain McGowan that mileage 
should be allowed for the entire distance to San Fran- 
cisco, since the expenses for the journey to that point 
were practically all incurred before the journey was 
begun, and before the new law allowing only actual ex- 
penses for travel within the United States where the 
officer is traveling to an island possession, went into 
effect. The Auditor adjusted his claim on the theory 
that the train upon which he traveled reached Syracuse 
at midnight of June 30, 1899, and he allowed him 
mileage only to that point. The Comptroller affirms 
the action of the Auditor and remarks that the courts 
have placed compensation for travel performed under 
orders upon the same basis as the salaries of officers, 
to be added to or taken from at the will of a. 
and he is of the opinion that it is immaterial whether a 
particular journey is continuous or is broken up into well 
defined parts. Compensation for each portion must be 
made according to the law actually in force at the time 
it was —— 

The Comptroller has held that personal baggage of 
an officer transported as his change of station allow- 
ance, is an incident to the transportation of troops of 
the United States, and is subject to the provision in the 
act of July 25, 1866, that charges for transportation 
of troops and munitions of war of the United States 
over the railroad bridge at Quincy, Ill, shall not exceed 
the rates per mile charged over roads leading to said 
bridge. e also holds that household goods ship 
by the Government under a bill of lading stating that 
the same are em at carrier’s risk except where a 
lower rate is provided if pears at owner’s risk, and 
then at owner’s risk, are entitled to be shipped at the 
lower rate, where such lower rate is provided at owner's 
risk or with limited liability. 
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LIMITATIONS OF COURTS OF INQUIRY. 


We observe that the newspaper correspondents are 
giving themselves a great deal of unnecessary concern lest 
the proceedings of the Schley Court of Inquiry may be 
reviewed by the civic courts. It may comfort them to 
learn that the civil courts, including even the Supreme 
Court of the United States, have no power of review 
except as to the question of jurisdiction. It has been 
decided over and over again that when a military court 
has jurisdiction, and has acted within its lawful perers 
its action cannot be reviewed or set aside by the civil 
courts. As to a court of inquiry, Winthrop holds that 
such a court is not a court in the legal sense of the 
term, but rather a counsel, commission, or board of

is ample powers, and, in an important 


case.

Don’t be worried, es of the press, 
justice will be done in this case though the heavens fall, 
and you will, without doubt, have many a long column 
of “space” without wandering beyond the issues of the 
case, or disturbing your rest at night with dreams of 
plots and counter plots, and dark conspiracies involving 
the honor of gentlemen about whose methods of reasen- 
ing and action you know so little. It is not to

—— Es a mouse, I see it in the air, I will nip it 
in t ud.” 
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The Bureau of Navigation will this year ask of Con- 
gress an increase of not less than three thousand men 
to the authorized enlisted strength of the Navy. With 
the recent completion of several battleships and with 
the prospective completion of several other vessels now 
under construction, it has become imperative that there 
be a corresponding increase in the enlisted personnel. 
At the present time the Navy is short five thousand 
men in the enlisted strength of twenty-five thousand 
authorized. The recent recruiting trip alo the 
Southern coast of the Alvarado was not crow with 
the success which had been anticipated, and were it 
not for the fact that at the present time there are so 
many vessels of the Navy out of commission undergo 
repairs at various navy yards, the service would 
itself in a bad way for enlisted men. It is hoped by the 
Bureau of Navigation that before Congress convenes the 
needed five thousand men will have been obtained, and 
that then it may, with perfect propriety, ask for an in-

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WORK OF THE THIRD INFANTRY. 


The Manila ‘“Times” of July 14 gave’a long sketch of 
the 3d Infantry, with a picture of Col. John H. Page, 
commanding. Coming to its Philipine service, the 
regiment’s record is thus given. It arrived in Manila 
on March 23, 1899. The day after the 2d Battalion, 
Capt. Cooke commanding, was ordered to Caloocan to 
report to General Wheaton, and on the following day 
participated in the battle of Caloocan. On March 26 the 
entire regiment, Col. Page commanding, was ordered 
to the front and formed part of General MacArthur's 
force in its advance north along the railroad terminat- 
ing on March 31 with the capture of Malolos. April 
1 the regiment returned to Caloocan, occupying the line 


from Caloocan to La Loma church. 

On April 20 Companies A, C, F, G, H, K, L and M, 
Captain Hannay commanding, joined General Lawton’s 
expedition to the northern provinces resulting in the 
taking of Novaliches, San Rafael, Maasin, San Ilde- 
fonso and San Miguel. Returning from this expedition 
the regiment took station at Baliuag and Quingua, 
where it remained until December, 1890, being relieved 
by the 35th Vol. Inf. The regiment then took station on 
the Manila and Dagupan R. R., relieving the 16th Inf., 
the 2d Battalion excepted, which had in November been 
detached for service under the commanding general of 
the 2d brigade, 2d Div., operating in the provinces of 
Pampanga and Bataan. he 2d battalion rejoined in 
February and took station at points already garrisoned 
and at Hagonoy. 

On April 30, 1901, Headquarters and two companies 
relieved the 41st Vol. Inf. at San Fernando, Pampanga, 
leaving Caloocan and Malabon to the 29th Vol. Inf. 
On March 1, 1901, the 2d bataliion relieved the 35th 
Vol. Inf. at Baliuag, Quingua, San Miguel, Norzagaray, 
Santa Maria and the sub-stations. During the past year 
the regiment has garrisoned and had supervision over 
from twelve to thirty-two towns and stations at one 
time. In July the regiment was garrisoning twenty- 
four towns. 

During the past year and a half the regiment has 
been engaged in constant scouting to the east and west 
of the railroad from Caloocan to San Fernando. Engage- 
ments of more or less importance have occurred weekly 
and the energetic work of the troops has resulted in a 
complete cleaning out of the armed insurgents from this 
territory, which includes Bulacan province, a hotbed of 
insurrection, and in the capture and surrender of all the 
insurgent leaders resident therein, including Torres, 
Morales, and the Tecsons, and dozens of ladrone leaders 
and murderers. 

Since their arrival in the Philippines the regiment has 
gained by enlistment and transfer £20 enlisted men, and 
lost, killed in action, 1 officer and °.5 enlisted men; died 
of wounds, 7, and of disease, 95; discharged by expira- 
tion of term of service and other causes, 702 enlisted 
men; wounded in action, 3 officers and 53 enlisted men. 
The present strength of regiment in the Philippines is 
1,410 enlisted men. 

In the matter of arms taken the ‘‘Times” believes 
the regiment leads all others. Arms captured and pur- 
chased by and surrendered to the regiment are as fol- 
lows: Rifles and carbines, 1,947; revolvers, 101; shot- 
guns, 26; total, 2,074.

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SOME ARMY OFFICERS DESCRIBED. 


Mr. Joseph Ohl, of the Atlanta (Ga.) “Constitution,” 
who went out on the U. S. transport McClellan as sec- 
retary to Senator Bacon, is furnishing a series of in- 
teresting letters to that paper, from which we extract 
the following notes upon his fellow voyagers, who are 
described as forming together a most congenial and 
happy family party. “It is something remarkable,” says 
Mr. Ohl, “that a party made up as this was, without 
reference to the relationship of any one element to the 
other, should make such a n harmonious whole.” 

Of the senior officer on the McClellan, Lieut. Col. 


David J. Craigie, who has had so large an experience 
in recruiting duty, Mr. Ohl says: 

“The colonel is, as his name would indicate, a braw 
and canny Scot. In appearance he bears a striking re- 
semblance to General Hancock and also to Henry at- 
terson, who is his warm friend and, I believe, distant 
relative. He is very proud of relationship with Albert 
Sidney Johnston, has many friends as well as relatives 
throughout the South, and really had a narrow escape 
from getting into the Confederate Army. Colonel 
Craigie is a great believer in the country boy. He has 
for years advocated sending recruiting parties to the 
country off from the railroads, particularly into the 
mountain districts North and South, and it is expected 
that work on these lines will be done in the near future. 
Manifestly the country boy is a better shot than the 
city boy, and for other reasons he is the more desirable 
recruit. One of these is his better condition physically; 
another is his greater temperance—I am making com- 
parisons, of course, with the city boy who is likely to 
go into the Regular Army. -One other reason why better 
results are likelv to be gotten from recruiting in country 
districts than in the cities is that the soldier’s pay 
seems larger to the country boy. In his present life he 
does not see anywhere near as much money as the city 
boy, and naturally the ‘thirteen a month’ does not seem 
to be so very small as it does to his city brother. 

“ ‘Parties sent into the heart of the country districts 
should be equipped so as to make the most attractive 
showing possible,’ said Colonel Craigie in the course of 
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an informal talk on the general subject of recruiting. 
‘I noticed in the Parliamentary debates in the London 
newspapers that somebody who knew was criticizing 
the Admiralty for sending out as recruiting officers men 
who could neither sing a song nor dance a hornpipe. 
That criticism was well founded. In order to get men 
for the Army or Navy, the attractive part of the life 
must be presented in a way that will appeal to the 
imagination of the wage Recruiting parties sent into 
the country districts should, for instance, be furnished 
with the most attractive lay-out possible; the men should 
live in the tents, should mess together in the regular 
way, and should be fellows who can tell a good story 
or_ sing a song or play the banjo.’ ” 

Major Hobart . Bailey, G. This officer has 
seen all sorts of fighting, He was in the heart 
of the Indian troubles in which the 5th Infantry 
figured so prominently during a period of half a dozen 

ears, a series of brilliant campaigns whose success gave 
Miles his brigadier’s star; he commanded a battalion of 
the 5th at Santiago, and I believe he was old enough 
to get into the Civil War for a while, thqugh he doesn’t 
look it. Bailey knows soldiering from one end to the 
other. He has a fund of good stories of tl Indian 
fighting days which have helped while awa .e hours 
most pleasantly, and he is in every way a d-stinct addi- 
tion to the party. 

“Major andy is of the Medical Corps. He is going 
out to the Philippines for his first service there, but he 
has had a long career of usefulness since he went into 
the corps in the early eighties, and has made, I am 
told bv his fellow-officers, an excellent record. Major 
Gandy is a most attractive man in his personality, and 
his presence here is a delight to everybody. 

“Captain McGrew is a youngster of the ’95 class at 
West Point, yet he is a veteran of two wars. He has 
seen active service, active fighting service, in Cuba and 
ee Philippines, and was for some time en duty in Porto 

ico. 

“Lieutenant Place has an essentially mathematical 
mind. Am inventive mind, too, and one from which 
notable results may yet come. He is scarcely more than 
a boy, and predictions are, of course, risky things to 
make; but, from my rather close study of him, I feel 
sure he will some day make a distinct name for himself 
in the field of invention. He has heen working out 
mathematical, mechanical and electrical problems: for 
himself ever since he was old enough to think, but it is 
hard work to make him talk about them. Among the 
things on which he has been recently working is a field 
range finder which some of the experts of the Army 
believe will prove a great thing. We have excellent 
range finders in the Navy and for use in coast fortifica- 
tions, but they are complicated pieces of mechanism 
which require several men to work, and no field range 
finder has as yet been found to fill the requirements. 
His superior officers, to whom he has confided the prin- 
ciples, believe he has solved the problem, but, as his in- 
vention has not yet had the test of actual use in the 
field, the result is not certain. If he has what he and 
they think he has—if his instrument can determine in- 
stantly the range of an object 2,000 or more yards away 
within 25 yards—there is much in store for him.” 
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NEGLECTING MISS LIBERTY. 


The New York “Sun” says of the Statue of Liberty 
at Bedloe’s Island: “The original plans of the Citizens’ 
Committee appointed at the time of the erection of the 
statue fifteen years ago, have never been carried out. 
The plans called for approaches to the base of the statue, 
which would have cost a good deal of money. They 
were not built at the time and for the past fifteen years 
nothing has been done along that line. The funds of 
the committee have accumulated slowly ana new there 


is $40,000 at its disposal. The old wooden stairways 
and platforms by which the statue is approached remain 
the same as they have been for years. . 

“Some months ago, Major A. C. Taylor, of the Artil- 
lery Corps, who is the commanding officer at Fort Wood, 
and Captain MacArthur, who has been stationed there 
for some time, became especially interested in the statue, 
and felt that the Citizens’ Committee was not giving it 
enough attention. Bedloe’s Island is under the jurisdic- 
tion of three sets of officials; the War Department, the 
Lighthouse Board of the Treasury Department and the 
Citizens’ Committee. Major Taylor conceived the idea 
that the War Department could attend to the duty of 
looking after the one electric are light in the torch at a 
less) expense than the Lighthouse Board. As a result, 
Col. D. P. Heap, of the Engineer Corps, and Capt. Wil- 
liam M. Taylor, of the Navy Department, both of whom 
are members of the Lighthouse Board, visited the island 
recently, and after investigating the situation recom- 
mended to the Treasury Department that the lighthouse 
reservation and plant at Bedloe’s Island be turned over 
to the War Department. 

“It is expected that this transfer will be made before 
Sept. 1. Soldiers will then be assigned to the duties 
of lighthouse keeper and assistant and will attend to 
the running of the electric dynamo. 

‘Major Taylor also wrote to Major General Brooke, 
commanding the Department of the East, calling his 
attention to the generally dilapidated conditions existing 
about the approaches and base of the statue and recom- 
mending that the care of the statue be turned over to 
the War Department. Congressional action is required 
for this. General Brooke, however, wrote to Secretary 
of War Root recommending the transfer of the statue 
to the War Department and the appropriation by Con- 
gress of money sufficient to complete the base and ap- 
proaches and put everything about the statue in a 
sightly condition at least. It is said that this recom- 
mendation met with the approval of Secretary Root, and 
that he will embody the recommendations in his annual 
report.”

piazzas where ladies and gentlemen were welcomed day 
and evening and entertained with music and mirth that 
seemed to have no end. If he has a bit of ,sentiment 
beneath his blue uniform he may tell you of the lan- 
guorous ballads he heard sung at the Ah Fong home, of 
= black-eyed, jolly Ah Fong girls and their skill in 
ancing. 

The Ah Fongs have long been admirers of the Ameri- 
cans. Nothing could so reach the fluttering heart of a 
Miss Ah Fong as a Yankee uniform, Army or Navy. 
The Ah Fong girls have always been among the first to 
entertain the boys in blue with feasts and public enter- 
tainments. There have been 13 daughters, but the num 
ber has not proved unlucky for them or for their hus- 
bands. Six of the girls have married Americans and 
their wedded life has been happy. Miss Janet Ah Fong 
is now engaged to marry a lieutenant in the United 
States Army when his service in the Philippines is fin- 
ished. Four of the Ah Fong sisters have been educated 
at seminaries in San Francisco and Oakland, and Miss 
Martha Ah Fong (now wife of Lieutenant Dougherty, 
in Manila) took high rank at Mills Seminary as pianist 
and composer. The Ah Fong children comprise thirteen 
girls and one boy. The eldest (Mrs. Morgan of New 
Orleans) is about 35 and the youngest (Miss Anna) is 
just 12. Mrs. Ah Fong is a handsome woman with 
olive complexion, large black eyes and unusually pleas- 
ing manners, and is of Portuguese birth. All of the 
daughters have her disposition and love of music. 

Miss Nellie Ah Fong is now in Paris studying art. 
She is a strikingly handsome brunette, notwithstanding 
she inherits her father’s slanting eyes more than any 
of her sisters. Mrs. Arthur Johnstone, who was Miss 
Helena Ah Fong until four years ago, is a demi- 
blonde, and the combination of her blue eyes and dark 
eyelashes and hair and her pink and white complexion 
makes her the most generally accepted beauty of the 
family. Several of the sisters have their father’s tail 
stature, but the rest are of petite figures. Three have 
a pronounced suggestion of Chinese almond-shaped eyes, 
and nearly every one of them has the mother’s com- 
plexion and soft mode of speech. No less authority than 
Sir Edwin Arnold said that the few days he spent at 
the Ah Fong home a few years ago were the “most 
tropically charming” he ever knew in the South Seas. 

Tt was in 1858 that a young Chinaman named Win 
Ah Fong came with a shipload of Chinese to Honolulu. 
He was soon a leading merchant of the city, and won 
the hand of the daughter of a Portuguese sailor. They 
were married in 1862. Later, Ah Fong invested in cane 
plantations, and is now so rich he is called a “sugar 
king.”” His dowries for his daughters have been splendid. 
In June, 1892, Ah Fong pere sailed for China, and has 
never been seen in Honolulu since. All sorts of stories 
have been afloat about the reasons for his absence. 
However, the estate has been well handled, and the 
hospitality of the Ah Fongs has waned not during these 
long years of absence. What fate befell Mr. Ah Fong 
in Pekin has not even been disclosed by the white 
“barbarian” irruption into the Sacred City, so carefally 
does that ancient place guard its secrets. 
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CONNECTICUT STATE CAMP. 

The annual encampment of the Connecticut National 
Fuard at Niantic, Conn., Aug. 12-17, was distinguished 
by its extensive field maneuvres. Four of the six days 
were spent in the field, the troops bivouacing and sub- 
sisting on travel rations. 

The general scheme was as follows: Two regiments of 
infantry, a troop of cavalry, a separate company and 
half the Signal Corps disembarked at Lyme, twelve 
miles west of the State camp, on Monday morning, Aug. 
12th, and after marching as in the presence of the 
enemy part way toward Niantic, went into bivouac. 
The next morning this force made a reconnoissance in 
force toward the State camp, which was garrisoned by 
two regiments of infantry, a machine gun battery and 
a batterv of light artillery. 

The attack was carried forward until the outpost 
sentinels were met; these fell back upon the pickets and 
the pickets upon the supports. 

Upon the attacking force advancing to within 100 
yards of the supports, both sides rested and the disposi- 
tions were inspected by the umpires, Capt. Hunter and 
Capt. Gatchell, Artillery Corps, U. S. A. 

Upon Wednesday morning the force which in the first 
maneuver defended the camp, took the field and 
bivouaced for the night and the next day the maneuver 
was repeated, the original attacking force now being 
the defenders. 

This maneuver was marked by great enterprise on 
both sides. The attacking force, although not allowed 
to commence its attack before 8:30 A. M., was moving 
into position through the woods nearly all night. Both 
sides had out outposts and patrols and the defence did 
considerable scouting. 

The Signal. Corps did commendable work in obtain- 
ing information, and in the second maneuver located 
an outpost of the attacking force, and piloted a force of 
infantry, which captured the outpost sentries before 
they could give the alarm and surprised and captured 
the outpost, consisting of seventeen men, without a shot. 
The enthusiasm of the troops is shown by the fact that 
a battalion of infantry left the camp at midnight, part 
of which captured the outpost as above. The second 
maneuver was carried out in the rain, the attacking 
force crawling through the wet woods and bushes en- 
cumbered with blanket rolls, pouches, shelter halves and 
haversacks. 

The conduct of the troops and the dispositions made 
are deserving of much commendation. The chief criti- 
cism was that the object of the maneuver, a recon- 
noissance in force to develop the strength of the force 
in camp, was somewhat lost sight of, and the move- 
ments took the nature of a conflict between two forces 
whose strength and position were known to each other. 

The regular officers made but few criticisms, chiefly 
as to the disposition of the artillery. Capt. Gatcheil 
declared that he observed a marked improvement in 
this camp over other camps which he had visited. 

The troops were all assembled at the State camp on 
Friday when they were reviewed by the commander- 
in-chief. 

The new cavalry troop, Troop A, of New Haven, 
made a very favorable impression, although only in ser- 
vice a few weeks. They had plenty of enthusiasm, 
mounts and are a fine lot of men under capable officers. 
The light battery has been equipped with new ae 

The policing of the camp was excellent and the com- 
misary department was as usual entirely efficient, 
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although the field work made the rationing of the troops 
troublesome. 

The shelter tents drawn from the Government were 
the new brown tents and fortell the rapid disappearance 
of the white tent. 

Altogether the camp was a bag great advance over 
previous tours of duty and marks the beginning of a new 
era Of efficiency in the State troops.

great pains to insure absolute impartiality in the officer 
selected.

“I know of no reason why I should not be available 
for such duty should the Department so decide. I have 
made no public utterance relating to the subject, and 
I have seen none of the official reports and papers 
bearing upon the questions to be decided by the court."’ 

Your counsel Captain Parker, before the appointment 
had been announced, mentioned to the Acting Secretary 
the names of certain Rear Admirals, any one of whom, 
he said, would be sage en A satisfactory to Rear Admiral 
Schley. One of the names so mentioned was that of 
Rear Admiral Howison. It may be added that of four 
officers consulted by the Department, the names of 
three were upon the list thus mentioned by your counsel. 

This much has been detailed in order to remind you 
of the fact that a fair-minded officer of excellent 
reputation and of unblemished character had been found 
in the person of Rear Admiral Howison, who, at the 
date of his appointment, appears to have enjoyed the 
confidence of both the Department and yourself. 

Your request is based upon a newspaper clipping that 
purports to contain statements in regard to the truth of 
which you do not yourself express an opinion. 

You ask the Department to lay before Rear Admiral 
Howison a statement wholly unsubstantiated, that ap- 
pears to have been made by some person unknowp at 
a time and place likewise unknown. 

The Department is unable to view your request ip 
any other light than that of a preliminary challenge 
of the fitness of Rear Admiral Howison to serve as a 
member of the court. It will be treated as is usual in 
eases of courts of inquiry. The established practice 
in the military as well as in the naval service has fixed 
the method in which the right of challenge before courts- 
martial and courts of inquiry shall be exercised. 

The Department, having constituted the court, should 
not at this stage of the proceedings undertake to hear 
and determine questions that may arise respecting the 
competency of its members. Such a proceeding would 
be irregular, all questions of this nature being left to 
the determination of the court itself. 

This correspondence will be transmitted to the Presi- 
dent ef the court for its information.

TRIALS OF MINERVA AND HYAOINTH. 


In an article descriptive of the competitive trials of the 
British men-of-war Minerva and Hyacinth which ter- 
minated July 20, the “Engineer” says: ‘‘A consideration 
of the circumstances of the trial shows that the results 
were curiously typical. In every way they support the 
contention of those who advocate the superiority of the 
Scotch boiler over water-tube generators; but they do 
more than this. They go to show that the receut high- 
pressure practice of the Admiralty is in nowise better 
than the older system. 

“The statement that within less than two hours from 
the receipt of the signal to light up the Minerva was at 
full speed may appear incredible. It is, however, pec- 
fectly true. It is no matter of wonder that the Hya- 
cinth should get away quickly, but the fact that the 
Minerva was so little behind cuts the ground from under 
the feet of those who maintain that the Scotch boiler 
is teo slow for naval purposes. The draught was never 
forced; it was assisted by the fans, the pressure not ex- 
ceeding about half an inch. No doubt the result was 
secured by boiling the top water, the bottom water re- 
maining comparatively cold. If a hydro-kineter had 
been used several hours would have been lost. This is 
by no means a solitary instance of: what can be done in 
an emergency. The boilers were in no way injured. On 
the home run they were properly treated. They were 


never forced beyond their legitimate power—8, in- 
Some horse-power—which they can attain with assisted 
raught. 


“So far as can be said, in the total absence of official 
figures, it appears that the Minerva burns less coal 
per mile, other things being equal, than the Hyacinth. 
The engine friction of the latter, because of the short 
stroke, high speed, and high pressure—250 lbs.—must_ be 
greater than that of the Minerva’s machinery. The 
coal burned for all purposes, expressed in terms of indi- 
cated horse-power, was as nearly as possible the same 
for both ships, just under 2 Ibs. 

“The result of the whole trial is precisely agreeable to 
our forecast. It has added nothing yery new to the 
existing stock of knowledge. The Minerva’s machinery 
behaved just as it has always done. Her Scotch boilers 
maintained their reputation, and showed once more by 
how little the Scotch boiler failed a few Years ago, and 
then only as the result of bad design and improper man- 
agement. The Belleville boilers of the Hyacinth again, 
did just what was to be expected. It will be remem- 
bered that we said that the only novelty to be anticipated 
in their performance would be that they had gone to 
Gibraltar and come back without a breakdowp. This 
novel exnerience was not provided. We venture to think 
that in the light of the results of this trial the Admi- 
ralty may feel thoroughly justified in proceeding to fit 
the ships of the Navy with proper-designing cylindrical 
boilers, until such time, say, five years hence, as they 
have reason to believe.that a really satisfactory water- 
tube boiler is available.”

Changes designed to give 
greater speed were ordered about the time the machinists 
struck, but the alterations have not yet been started. 
The transport Sherman has been at the Union Iron 
Works more than six months. Other shipbuilding 
firms also report delays. 

The monitor Amphitrite, which was disabled a few 
days since while en route to Boston, was docked for 
inspection at the Navy Yard, Charlestown, on Aug. 20. 

A London despatch of Aug. 16 says: “The report of 
the umpires on the recent naval maneuvers of Squad- 
ron “B” and “X” will emphasize the absolute failure 
of the cruisers and also the breakdown of all scouting 
arrangements.”

While at 
Tau the first monthly payment of salaries to the native 
officers out of the native tax fund was made. 

Upon the request of the Bureau of Navigation, the 
Acting Judge Advocate General of the Navy has ren- 
dered the following opinion, which has been approved 
by the Acting Secretary of the Navy: “Referring to 
the provisions of Articles 1198 and 1199, United States 


Navy Regulations, the Bureau is advised that men

ADDITIONAL REPORTS ON THE PHILIPPINES. 


To the extensive review we published last week of 
General MacArthur’s and other officers’ reports on the 
Philippines we add the following. The gacgvens in 
communication by wire throughout the Archipelago will 
be read of with pleasure, especially by those who have 
had so much to complain of in the matter of mails the 
past year: 

Lieut. Col. James Allen, Chief Signal Officer of the 
Division, speaks hopefully of the telegraph and telephone 
service in the Archipelago. Throughout the island of 
Luzon and the principal neighboring islands telegraph 
lines are being aye 4 pushed forward. Colonel Allen 
speaks admiringly of Lieutenant Kennedy, of the Vol. 
Signal eo who was killed in a railway collision on 
Nov. 24, 1900, and of Lieut. Max Wagner, of the Vol- 
unteers, who was killed by the insurgents near Pavia. 
In this report are found details of the work of con- 
struction in the wildernesses which give a graphic pic- 
ture of the hardships undergone by the Signal Corps 
men. During the year the cable system has been re- 
arranged and a large exten made to it. There are 
at present in the Philippine Islands 4,710 miles of land- 
line and 750 miles of cable, connecting 600 telegraph and 
telephone offices in 400 different towns. There are 605 
miles of cable now on hand and in transit.

The high-flown lan- 
guage of these letters will make it difficult for Major 
Sweet to be satisfied with his ordinary titles when he 
returns home. The Sultan addresses him in several 
places as “My father,” while the Sultana calls him “My 
brother.” If ‘all the blessings called down upon 
in these letters really arrive, Maior Sweet will be a 
very happy mortal. 

Major H. B. Orwig, 87th Vol. Inf., submits a re 
on the expedition to Guam in which a namber of Fili- 
»ino prisoners were deported. Col. E, A. Garlington, 

nspector General, presents a report many points of 
which have already appeared in our columns. 

The report of the secret service operations covers the 
period from July 1, 1900, to April 1, 1901, when Capt. 
C. R. Trowbridge, 11th Cav., was in charge. Of the 
881 arrests made, 336 were insurgent officers. A number 
of Chinamen were employed as detectives as an experi- 
ment, but failed miserably. In accordance with instruc- 
tions from the provost marshal general a special effort 
was made in November, 1900, to break up insurgent 
organizations in and about Manila. Former insurgents, 
to the number of thirty, were employed to find the 
leaders. The result was that between November 1, 
1900, and February 1, 1901, about 600 persons were 
arrested. Of them 250 were found to be officers of the 
insurgent army. 
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EFFICIENCY OF THE MARINES. 


The following is an interesting extract taken from a 
personal letter written from Camp Long, Nantucket, 
Mass., by Major Charles A. Doyen, of the Marine Corps, 
and Fleet Marine Officer of the North Atlantic Squad- 
ron, to a prominent officer of the corps at headquarters: 

August 15, 1901. 

On Monday at 2 p. m. two 5-inch guns, four ¢-pounders 
and two 3-pounders (two more 6-pounders than were 
landed last time), together with their mounts, platforms, 
ammunition, shears, tackles, cradles, slides and all the 
paraphernalia incident to their nenciiag and transporta- 
tion, struck the beach from the three ships; at 3:24 p. m. 
it had all been put up on the beach and turned over to 
the Marine detachment, and the boats shoved off, leavi 
us to transport the guns and mount them ready fo 
firing. In the meantime a driving rain set in, soon wet- 
ting everybody to the skin, and making the of 
the heavy weights and tackles much more difficult. In 
the meantime I had signalled for the Alabama’s guard, 
which had been returned to the ship, owing to her being 
in quarantine on account of some cases of mumps. They

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FEMALE OFFICERS IN THE GUARD. 


We have received the following letter: 
Adjutant General’s Office, 
State of Illinois, 
Springfield, Aug. 13, 1901. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Under the head “po yeu the Guard Grotesque” in 
your issue of Aug. ublish an article which 
does injustice to RF ny of Illinois, to the National 
Guard of that State and to the law which controls and 
— the military forces of Illinois. It is a matter of 
regret that you accepted, without proper anyestontion. 
yr Ly of your correspondent that ‘Miss th 

est of Mrs. Yates, wife of Governor Yates 
or Iilinoise had been aR an honorary colonel and 
would command a regiment of State troo at review.”’ 

In Illinois we have no “honorary colonels,” but simply 
plain, every-day officers, men who have won the ht 
to wear the eagle by long years of faithful and honorable 
service, and by the elective franchise re by the 
law in the line officers of the regiment, while the Gov- 
ernor of the State would not be a party to make a 
“toy’’ out of the soldier or officer of State or nation. 
In Illinois we recognize and appreciate the dignity at- 
tached to rank, and no man in our service would stoop 
to lower or de eee the pesatige of a superior by bur- 
lesquing the office of colonel. 

Your correspondent, whoever he may be, imposed on 
your editorial space by ieading the Journal into unjust 
criticism, not only on our State, but on all Western 
commonwealths. Your statement that “The National 
Guard in the Western States has never been conspicuous 
for its —— and good conduct” is not only not 
true, but maligns the excellent soldie of Wisconsin, 
Iowa, Minnesota, California and other estern States, 
and is contravened by the r —— of reputable Regular 
Army officers, who have carefully and ctnutely inspect- 
ed these State organizations. 

Major Eben Swift, now of the Porto Rican Re ment, 
in his report on the Illinois National Guard for the 
year 1897, said: ‘A careful comparison of the National 
Guard of Illinois with that of other States shows that 
in all soldierly qualities none is better than ours.”” Major 
Swift’s reputation is above doubt. His bey ey | cannot 
he questioned. Why, then, does the editor of the Army 
and Navy Journal, who has never inspected our forces, 
publish to the military men throughout the country that 
“The National Guard of the Western States has never 
been conspicuous for its discipline and good conduct?” 

Does not the Army and Navy Journal know that at 
riots in Lemont, Chicago, East St. Louis, Springfield, 
Danville, Minonk and other places the troops of this 
State suppressed lawlessness and prevented bloodshed 
by their self-control, discipline and good conduct? Does 
it not know that these very qualities have endeared 
the citizen soldiers to all the people? If the Journal 
does not know this, then it has failed to keep posted 
regarding matters affecting the particular field it pre- 
tends to occupy. 

I ask that, as a matter of justice, you retract the 
statements made in your article of Aug. 10, and that 
you publish the name of the correspondent who so 
flagrantly falsified matters pertaining to the National 


Guard of this State.

Guard were shot at Creedmore on Aug. 15, 16 and 17, 
the weather being fine, with a large field of competitors. 
The shooting was most ably conducted under the direc- 
tion of Col. N. B. Thurston, Inspector of Small Arms 
Practice and Ordnance Officer. ‘ 

The shooting this year developed several surprises, 
as a team from the 69th Regiment handily won the 
Adjutant Generals match from a field of crack shooters, 
and in the State match its team stood sixth among the 
thirteen competing teams, and fourth among the seven 
teams in the First Brigade contest. This is all the more 
creditable because the 69th is the only regiment without 
facilities for armory practice, a great handicap to it. 

The Tist Regiment team in the State and First 
Brigade matches won second place, relegating the erack 
team of the 12th to third place in these matches. It is 
the first time since 1893 that the 12th has stood third 
in the State match. The Tist Regiment has made 
marked progress in its shooting and now ranks among 
the best on the range. Another year it is hoped other 
regiments will pull up. 

‘he 7th Regiment team won the State match on a 
score of 1,006 points out of a possible 1,200, from a field 
of thirteen teams, and although it does not equal the 
record score of the 12th Regiment team of 1,051 points, 
made in 1897, when Gen. McCoskry Butt was colonel, 
it stands among the highest scores made. The 7th also 
won the contest for the First Brigade on a score of 
1,005 points, its riflemen, as will be seen, shooting re- 
markably even. The 12th had the honor of winning 
the individual championship through Capt. 8S. 8. Steb- 
bins, who won the Governor’s Cup in skirmishing after 
a beautiful contest in a field of fifty competitors, and in 
this the 12th Regiment men also held second and third 
places. Captain Stebbins scored 92 out of a possible 
100, a score rendered all the more remarkable from the 
fact that one of the cartridges used by the captain 
missed fire, thus giving him only nineteen shots instead 
of the twenty allowed. rnin 

The 12th also had the honor of winning the skirmish 
match for teams of sixteen men, the most difficult team 
mateh of the series, being 38 points to the better of its 
nearest competitor, a team from the 7th.

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MAIL ITEMS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


The “News” of Aparri, Northern Luzon, reports the 
robbing of the commissary at Ilagan, P. L, on June 
22. The thieves got away with the safe containing 
civil, transportation and commissary funds and various 
other sums of money, aggregating about $600 gold and 
$825 gold of the personal funds of Capt. George D. 
Guyer, 16th Inf. he safe was taken away and hidden 
in the brush, the thieves leaving no clue to their 
identity except evidences, revealed by the skillfulne:s 
of their work, that they knew the surroundings thor- 
oughly. 

The Manila “Times” of July 11 said that Lieut. 
Col. William Quinton, 14th Inf., was very sick at the 
Virst Reserve Hospital. 

The Manila “Times” says that the people of Calisao 
in Pangasinan Province practically mob two Domini- 
ean friars and the native cure on June 29, so that 
they had to take refuge in the convent. The populace 
hailed their presence with hoots and a rain ef bad fruit 
and eggs, jeering at the cure’s threats of ex-communi- 
eation, and to climax their demonstration played the 
“Star Spangled Banner” on a band and flourished the 
American flag before the convent. In Cebu an Avgus 
tinian monk was hissed from the pulpit, when he tried 
to address a congregation, and later a delegation went 
to the convent and expressed a popular desire that the 
order leave the islands. In both cases the provinc:«1 
governor has been petitioned for an expulsion of the 
orders. 

A compilation by the War Department of the cap 
tures and surrenders of Filipinos from May 10 to June 
18, 1901, gives these totals: Captured, 8 office.s, 352 
men; surrendered, 181 officers, 2,440 men; the agrr 
gate of insurgents captured or surrendered up to that 
date, 41,029. There were also captured in the period 
given, 113 rifles of various patterns, while 1,099 were 
surrendered together with 7,530 rounds of ammunition 
and one cannon. The most important events recorded in 
the compilation were the surrrenders of Gene als Mas- 
eardo on May 16 and General Lacuna on May 19. 

The military Order of the Dragon was to hold a ban- 
quet and reunion at the Hotel Metropole, Manila, on 
uly 13, being the first annual meeting of the society. 
Most of the officers of the organization were in the 
Philippines. Capt. John R. M. Taylor, 14th Inf., as a 
Committee on Design for insignia, has decided on a 
badge embodying a gold dragon rampant, suspended by 
a yellow ribbon, which will be adopted. The committee 
on arrangements consisted of Capt. W. E. Craighill, 
Corps of Engineers; Capt. J. R. M. Taylor, 14th Inf.; 
and Capt. J. R. Lindsey, 15th Cav. The impending 
departure of the 14th Inf., whose officers are members, 
lent interest to the reunion. The Order now has over 
seven hundred members, including many of the officers 
of the foreign armies which took part in the Pekin Relief 
Expedition and foreign diplomats or attaches of the 
Corps who participated in the defense of the Legations 
during the siege. The Manila “Times” reports that 
under the date of July 9 General Wade telegraphed 
to Headquarters, Division of the Philippines, that Gus 
Shores, a deserter from Troop H, 9th Cav, had been 
brought in wounded. 

The 4th of July was variously celebrated in the 
Philippines. At Dagupan, Luzon, there were excursions 
to the Lawton Beach Hotel, races, fireworks and sports 
of every description. The greatest event of the day, 
however, was the exercises of the school children, which 
were witnessed by General Smith and Colonel and Mrs. 
Ward, the General making a speech to the children. 
At Bacoor, the former rebel capital south of Manila, 
the native band of ex-President Aguinaldo played from 
early dawn all the American natiénal tunes. The town 
was profusely decorated with flags. The school children 
held patriotic exercises. The exercises were conducted 
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entirely in the English language and composed of read-

The Manila “Times” of July 10 said that General 
Chaffee would transfer the 20th Inf. from the [locos 
coast, Department of the Northern dmzon, to the 
Camarines and Albay, department of Southern Luzon, 
for temporary duty. The transport Sheridan left on 
July 9 for San Bstaban, at whic rt the troops will 
embark. The headquarters of the Inf. have been 
at Laoag. while the regiment has been scattered along 
the Ilocos coast. It is said that the new headquarters 
will be Legaspi. It was understood by our Manila con- 
temporary, that there would probably be a further 
withdrawal of troops from the north at a near date for 
translation to those territories where the insurrection is 
still unextinguished. Northern Luzon was the first 
military department to be declared no longer in a state 
of war and similar measures may be expected in other 
peaceful quarters. 

One of the features of the visit of Gol. C. C. Hood, 
commander of the Aparri district, Luzon, to the town 
of Claveria was a pasnograp® concert given in the 
theatre to a packed house by Lieut. nt coma B. Lyon, 
16th Inf., to the amazement of the natives. But the 
greatest event of the day was the theatrical production 
of ‘‘Candia,” a play written for the occasion and played 
by local talent. A large building had been erected on 
the plaza with a large stage, wings, scenery and an 
elaborate drop curtain. ‘The curtain represented the 
Goddess of Liberty holding a large American flag in 
her hand with the motto “Liberty, Equality and Fra- 
ternity” inscribed on it. The play consisted of eight 
acts having innumerable scenes, and lasted from eight 
o'clock until one o’clock. Colonel Hood, though fond 
of the theatre and very careful not to offend the natives, 
is reported to have left his private box at the ‘steenth 
scene. 

The 4th of July was a great day at Aparri. In the 
forenoon the native bands of Aparri and Oamalanui- 
gan, followed by deputations from these towns, marched 
to District Headquarters, where characteristic tunes 
were played, such as “A Hot Time in the Old Town.” 
Presidente Domeza of Aparri presented an address to 
Colonel Hood congratulating him on his administration 
and expressing the wish that the natives might be per- 
mitted to enjoy the freedom that is characteristic of 
the American nation. After noon sports and games 
were enjoyed, and at 4 p. m. the troops of the garrison 
were drawn up, and the Declaration of Independence 
was read to them by Ghaplain Hillman, 16th Inf., the 
District Commander and ladies of the garrison havin 
seats in the stand. Lieutenants Weeks, Hearn an 
Davis rejoiced the hearts of the natives and especially 
those of the boys by a liberal distribution of firecrackers. 
The scramble that took place around the band stand 
was a most comical sight to witness. A hop was given 
by the officers in the Tribunal. All the officers and 
ladies in the city and quite a number of prominent 
natives and Spaniards were present. The 16th Infantry 
Band and the bands of Aparri and Camalanuigan fur 
nished the music.

FRENCH NAVAL MANBUVERS. 


(From the London Army and Navy Gazette.) 

The French are, on the whole, well pleased with their 
naval maneuvers. Toulon has, it is true, disappointed 
them, but it is safe to predict that the resources of 
the port will be developed, that better colliers will be 
employed, and that greater coaling facilities will be 
provided in the new ships. Before the trial of revictu- 
alling and coaling the fleet, Admiral Gervais issued a 
general order to the naval forces under his command, 
drawing their particular attention to the splendid coal- 
ing resulis attained in this country, particularly in the 
case of the Majestic, though he did not our bese 
achievements. he average of the French’ ships did 
not greatly exceed 100 tons an hour, the record being 
made by the Saint Louis with 160 tons. The Gaulois 
and Massena also did well, In the northern squadron 
the record was made by the Bouvines with 140 tons an 
hour. It appears that no evolution was made of the 
taking in of ammunition. 

The cruisers did splendidly, but their paucity in 
number was demonstrated. The steam tactics were 
correct and sometimes brilliant, notwithstanding the 
varying evolutionary qualities of the ships. Al- 
though the torpedo’ attacks were unsuccessful, the 
mobile defenses were said to have played a modest but 
useful part. There were no mishaps, except that a pis- 
ton was damaged in the destroyer p le, and 
that torpedo boats Nos. 216 and 217 were in collision. 
As to officers and men, they showed themselves full of 
zeal and were animated by the best spirit. Wireless 
telegraphy was extensively used, but it is said that 
Admiral Menard’s adversary took in a m des- 
patched to his cruisers, and generally it was taderstood 
that the attitude of the Navy to the invention < 
expectancy rather than come. ete achievement. 

uring the recent inspection made by Vice-Admiral 
Fournier, Inspector General of the French Navy at 
Brest, there were torpedo operations in which a night 
attack was made, the torpedoes being discharged with 
protective cones. The Valmy was discovered and at- 





tacked, and was torpedoed four times, which was 
gratifying to the to o officers. 
Italy now claims to possess in the Delfino the best 


submarine boat in the world. “Secret experiments have 
been conducted at Spezsia, at which only Italian naval 
officers were permited to be present, and it is stated 
that the actual working crew of the submarine boat 
was composed for the occasion of men of commissioned 
rank in order better to guard the secrets. It is claimed 
that the boat traversed at good speed under water the 
whole Bay of Spezzia and launched a to o against 
the side of the armorelad Varese, despite the fact that 
the latter had been warned to expect an attack. The 
Delfino is fitted with an apparatus invented by Albrizsi 
by which it is said the range of vision is extensive and 
photographs can be taken under water for a distance 
of 100 yarda. 
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The Australian House of Representatives on Aug 9 
passed the second reading of the Australian defense 
bill Edmund Barton, the Premier, made a speech, in 
which he said the standing army contemplated was only 
a sufficient force to guard the army depots and to serve 
as military instructors for the levies to be called out in 
case the first line of defense, the navy, was broken. ‘I'he 
clause providing for calling out men from 18 to 60 
years of age, he also said was inserted to demonstrate 
to the world what Australia would do in time of emer- 
gency. The cost of the navy will be about $5,000,000.

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PETTY OFFICERS’ SCHOOL. 


(From the Open Door, Journal of U. 8S. S. Kentucky.) 

The contemplated School of Instruction for petty 
officers of the U. S. Navy is a movement which should 
meet with the approval of every student of the Naval 
Service who has the interests of the enlisted personnel 
at heart. It is a most progressive innovation and will 
do much towards the development of the men who are 
designed to lead their. fellow men in carrying out the 
orders of their superior officers. It will enable the 
men to thoroughly understand the power of command, 
so that they will not only be more intelligent and bet- 
ter leaders, but they will be better subordinates as 
well, and, later, they will be better fitted to rform 
the duties of warrant officers. Such a school of in- 
struction would further increase the already high 
standard of intelligence of the enlisted men of the 
U. S. Navy. It is a movement consistent with the 
policy of the present administration and will be pro- 
lific in results worthy of its purpose. 

The ‘“‘Naval Apprentice’ for August says: “The 
training school for petty officers, established on Ma 
last, is well under way. Lieutenant Hubbard, whose 
successful work in the training of apprentices is well 
known, has charge of the instruction. Chief Boats- 
wain McCarthy and Boatswain Norcott are assistants, 
and Chief Boatswain’s Mate McGinn and Worrell- 
man, and Chief Master-at-Arms Briggs have been or- 
dered to duty with the class. The class so far consists 
of twenty-five men from the North Atlantic Station, 
with the exception of one, who is from the Pacific.
